DuPont, SF grants 
diuided among HIV 
preuention programs

M ore than two years after a $5 million 
HIV prevention program through 
DuPont Pharmaceuticals and the city 
of San Francisco was announced, some of 
the money has finally come through and is 
being put to use, city and company repre¬ 
sentatives announced last Thursday, July 12. 

Although not a cent of the funding had 
materialized as of late last year, DuPont 
kicked in $400,000 of the $1 million it had 
promised after the recent surge in HIV in¬ 
fections was announced last summer. The 
city matched that money to make a total of 
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$800,000, which will be dispersed through 
four different health initiatives designed to 
combat HIV infection, according to a state¬ 
ment released by both parties. 

But for all the city’s talk of the need for 
new prevention methods in the wake of the 
proclaimed increase in infection rates, this 
funding program falls short of fulfilling com¬ 
munity needs, according to some local advo¬ 
cates. For starters, the largest portion of the 
money ($325,000) will go toward the open¬ 
ing of the “Castro Men’s Health Initiative,” a 
drop-in STD and HIV testing center whose 
services address prevention only after some¬ 
one may be having unprotected sex. Addi¬ 
tionally, the Castro neighborhood is predom¬ 
inately white and already home to existing 
HIV prevention resources, two facts that fly 
in the face of the acknowledgment of trou¬ 
bling data about HIV and people of color. 

“In one sense the Castro obviously still 
needs to be addressed when it comes to HIV 
prevention,” said David Wallace, director of 
development and communications for the 
Black Coalition on AIDS. “And yet on the 
other hand the fact that HIV still dispropor¬ 
tionately affects black people means the re¬ 
sources need to be shifted to where there’s 
very little to no prevention. They could stop 
giving money to Castro programs tomorrow, 
and they’d find ways to get it back. That’s not 
the case with lesser-known agencies.” 

The DuPont/city proposal does include 
programs for African Americans, but at 
funding levels that advocates like Wallace be¬ 
lieve are inadequate. The “Chlamydia Elimi¬ 
nation Initiative,” for instance, is based on 
alarming facts about teenage girls in the 
Bayview whose high rate of Chlamydia in-

Right pushes 
constitutional 
amendment to 
‘protect’ marriage

S ocial conservatives formally trotted out 
their latest stunt to “save” marriage - 
an amendment to the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion - at a July 12 news conference at 
the National Press Club in Washington, D.C. 
They tried to wrap it in language of modera¬ 
tion and “letting the people decide,” but op¬ 
ponents called it “a nuclear bomb.” 

The effort is being led by the Alliance for 
Marriage, ostensibly a diverse coalition of in¬ 
dividuals. But behind it are ties to James Dob¬ 
son’s Focus on the Family and other organiza¬ 
tions that are very socially conservative. The 
executive director of the Alliance, Matt Daniels, 
is formally associated with the Massal^ifSItts 
Family Institute, which is preoccupied with the 
homosexual “threat” to marriage. 

The amendment is simple enough: “Mar¬ 
riage in the United States shall consist only of 
the union of a man and a woman. Neither 
this constitution or the constitution of any 
state, nor state or federal law, shall be con¬ 
strued to require that marital status or the 
legal incidents thereof be conferred upon un¬ 
married couples or groups.” 

It mirrors anti-gay marriage amendments

Hard u. near-impossible: 
Amending U.S. Constitution

A mending the U.S. Constitution is hard to do, and nigh-impossible if you don’t have 
a wide national consensus. 

That’s the verdict of Associate Dean David Oppenheimer of Golden Gate Uni¬ 
versity’s School of Law in San Francisco. 

Oppenheimer spoke Monday, July 16 with the Bay Area Reporter about the social, po¬ 
litical, and legal aspects of the attempt by religious conservatives to enact a federal mar¬ 
riage amendment (see above story). The proposed amendment has not been introduced 
in Congress. 

“This takes me back to 1967,” Oppenheimer said, “when the U.S. Supreme Court 
threw out the anti-miscegenation laws” that barred interracial marriage. 

“The case was called Loving v. Virginia, and appropriately enough, it was about Mr. 
and Mrs. Loving, a [mixed-race] couple who had married in Washington, D.C. They 
moved to Virginia, where the law was on the books, were arrested, convicted, and sen¬ 
tenced to prison. 

“It seems to me this is an attempt to go back to laws like those in 1967, to say that it 
can’t be legal under the Constitution for people of the same sex to marry.” 

Oppenheimer added: “I think this represents the view of a fringe element; no one in 
mainstream American society could take seriously an amendment to the Constitution 
barring marriage among adults of the same sex.” 

In fact, Oppenheimer said, the proposal is so much on the fringe of American social 
thought that it really doesn’t stand a chance. 

Overall there have been 27 amendments to the Constitution over two centuries; the 
first 10 constitute the Bill of Rights. 

Since presidents have no role in the amendment process, their signature is not re¬ 
quired. 

Oppenheimer noted that towering amendments have been few and far between in 
recent years. Since the Civil War, “the big ones have been the 13th, ending slavery; the 
14th, for states to provide equal protection; the 15th, which created male suffrage.” 
Since then, “there’s been the 20th, which created suffrage for women” and amend-

Alice’s endorsement 
process sparks cat fight

T he Alice B. Toklas LGBT De¬ 
mocratic Club last week en¬ 
dorsed San Francisco Super¬ 
visor Mark Leno for the state As¬ 
sembly despite what a club official 
said were efforts by outgoing As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden’s 
office to block the early endorse¬ 
ment of Leno as her replacement. 

The vote on Monday, July 9, 
was 61-4, or 94 percent, to en¬ 
dorse Leno. 

The club’s chair, Paul Hogan, 
said he was told that at least one 
Migden staffer called at least two 
Alice board members in the days 
leading up to the endorsement, 
asking for a copy of the Alice 
membership list. It was not re¬ 
leased. 

Initially, Hogan said he had 
heard Alice members were con¬ 
tacted by Migden herself, but he 
later withdrew the statement. 

Migden, in an admittedly 
wrenching choice, has backed for¬ 
mer Supervisor Harry Britt, her 
mentor, over Leno, her protege, in 
the March 2002 Democratic pri¬ 
mary for her 13th District Assem¬ 
bly seat. The assemblywoman is 
being termed out and is running 
for the state Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion. 

Retract, please 

In a series of phone calls with 
the Bay Area Reporter Monday, 
July 16 that included statements, 
retractions, and clarifications, 
Migden’s district director Eric 
Potashner said he had made three 
or four calls over the weekend be¬ 
fore the endorsement meeting, 
away from the office and on his 
own phone and time, but no one 
had a copy of the membership list. 
He said he talked to Alice mem¬ 
bers “on my own initiative” and 
that “nothing came out of” 
Migden’s office. 

“This office never made any 
calls - that’s a lie,” Potashner said. 
“[Assemblywoman Migden] did¬ 
n’t make one call, and she never 
asked me to call. She does feel this 
is a part of a personal campaign 
against her; there’s been a barrage 


of personal attacks by [political 
consultant] Robert Barnes and 
others. It’s some sort of retribu¬ 
tion, some sort of misogynist 
thing by Barnes. 

“This is Robert Barnes and 
Paul Hogan versus Migden, in¬ 
stead of Mark versus Harry.” 

Barnes is widely seen as the 
club’s godfather, having revived it 
in the 1990s. He is a member, but 
last year left the board. Barnes told 
the B.A.R. that he is one of sever¬ 
al people running Leno’s Assem¬ 
bly campaign. “I am part of a 
team, it’s not just me,” Barnes said, 
adding that other campaign work¬ 
ers are from outside his political 
consulting business. 

Potashner also raised questions 
about how the Alice Club notified 
members of the endorsement 
meeting. 

“They sent out postcards, and 
people were informed the Thurs¬ 
day and Friday before Monday’s 
endorsement meeting. We got 
calls [at Migden’s office] about 
this process,” Potashner said. 

Initially Potashner told the 
B.A.R. that while he believed the 
assemblywoman had not phoned 
Alice members about the mem¬ 
bership list, Migden had hoped to 
lobby club members because she 
felt “they should at least hear from 
the other candidate [Britt] who is 
openly gay [as is Leno].” He later 
asked to retract the statement, 
which the B.A.R. accepted, but 
then issued a statement that ap¬ 
peared at odds with what he had 


said. In the end he acknowledged 
his personal efforts, emphasizing 
that they were on his own time. 

Where’s the list? 

Hogan, the Alice chair, said he 
presumed the request for the list 
was part of an attempt to pressure 
members into rejecting the Leno 
endorsement. 

He said the early endorsement 
had been used by the club in the 
past to aid candidates well in ad¬ 
vance of the December formal fil¬ 
ing deadline, and that that was 
how members and the board had 
wanted to proceed in this case. 

“My initial reaction was to 
wonder why Carole would go to 
these lengths to stop it,” Hogan 
said. “She knows Mark was getting 
fairly unanimous support.” 

Migden’s action “offends me 
because Carole was influential in 
getting Mark to where he is now,” 
Hogan added. “I wasn’t terribly 
surprised, but I was a little be¬ 
mused.” 

Nonetheless he praised 
Migden, calling her very “respect¬ 
ed” for her consistent work on be¬ 
half of LGBT persons. 

On Monday, Hogan told the 
B.A.R. that at the paper’s request, 
he had contacted the Alice mem¬ 
bers involved but that they de¬ 
clined to speak with the press. 

“That Carole would take this 
extraordinary step with Alice ... 
that’s her right, she is a life mem¬ 
ber, but it seems so unnecessary.

High court refuses to release Rosenkrantz

T he California Supreme Court 
refused to release gay prison¬ 
er Robert Rosenkrantz last 
week and sent the case back to the 
2nd District Court of Appeals in 
Los Angeles for a hearing. 

Last month, a Superior Court 
judge in Los Angeles ordered 
Rosenkrantz’s immediate release, 
ruling that Governor Gray Davis 
had an unlawful blanket policy 
against parole. 


The state appealed to the 2nd 
District Court of Appeals but the 
appeals court refused to block the 
lower court’s decision. The state 
then appealed to the California 
Supreme Court. On Wednesday, 
July 11, the high court tossed the 
case back to the appellate court for 
a hearing. 

In a brief telephone interview 
with the Bay Area Reporter last 
Friday, July 13, Rosenkrantz said 
he gave his lawyers the go-ahead 
to file a bail motion before Los 
Angeles County Superior Court 


pending an outcome of the ap¬ 
peals court hearing. In the past, 
the state has vigorously fought any 
efforts to free Rosenkrantz on bail. 

Rosenkrantz, now 34, had just 
turned 18 in June 1985 when he 
shot and killed a former school¬ 
mate, Steve Redman, in Calabasas, 
in Los Angeles County. A week 
earlier, Redman attacked him at a 
high school graduation party and 
later outed him to his father. 
Rosenkrantz was convicted of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder and has been 
eligible for parole since 1996. ▼

Friends suspect drugs 
in gay man’s death

f| on Redmon was on top of 
|f the world on Friday, June 15. 
W The handsome and well- 
liked 28-year-old was laid off from 
his high-tech job in February but 
he had just accepted an offer for a 
good-paying job with unlimited 
advancement opportunities. He 
was scheduled to start the follow¬ 
ing Monday. He never made it. 

Redmon was found dead by his 
roommate on Saturday, June 16, 
after a night of drinking, dancing, 
and drugs at a popular South of 
Market nightclub. Although his 
cause of death is pending toxicol¬ 
ogy tests, friends say they’re con¬ 
vinced he died of a fatal combina¬ 
tion of GHB and alcohol. 

“To lose him like this has ab¬ 
solutely rocked my world,” said 
Redmon’s close friend and former 
boyfriend, Eric Hall, who first met 
Redmon six years ago and lived 
with him up until about a year ago. 
“The devastation that has been cre¬ 
ated here has just been incredible.” 

Hall said although it is very 
painful for him to speak publicly 
about Redmon’s death, he wanted 
to do so to prevent what hap¬ 
pened to his friend from happen¬ 
ing to anyone else. 

“His whole life had just been 
waiting for him and all it was, who 
knows, a thimble full of something 
mixed with the wrong thing and 
now he’s dead,” said Hall. “This

whole scene where you go to these 
establishments and everyone’s on 
drugs is just too much to bear. 

“I used to think that the clubs 
were a good place for people to go 
but now I think they are just toxic 
dumps. Something new needs to 
happen for people to do that 
doesn’t involve drugs and going 
out. Unfortunately, these clubs 
have metamorphosed into some¬ 
thing that is just about the drugs. 
They wouldn’t exist if it wasn’t for 
drugs. And I think it’s too bad. 
When I was younger, in my 20s, it 
was abnormal to do drugs,” said 
Hall, 40. “Don’t get me wrong, I’ve 
done them many times myself but 
it wasn’t like everybody did them 
and it was a normal thing. Now 
you’re out if you don’t do them. 

“Ultimately, it was Jon’s re¬ 
sponsibility for what he did, but 
his friends, as far as I’m concerned, 
were useless club kids. I don’t con¬ 


sider them his friends. When he 
just started dropping in the club 
they just took him to my place and 
just dumped him,” said Hall. “It re¬ 
ally just irritates the shit out of me 
to think that these supposed good 
friends of his didn’t bother to take 
him home and stay with him. It’s 
just incredible. They did nothing.” 

Hall lives mostly in the Russian 
River area now but still owns a 
home on Folsom Street where 
Redmon occasionally stayed. 

Redmon had attended the 
Launch dance club venue at the 
King Street Garage on Friday, June 
15. One the roommates in Hall’s 
Folsom Street home said an ac¬ 
quaintance took Redmon there 
from the club and put him on 
Hall’s bed late that night. The 
roommate, who requested his 
name not be published, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that he remem¬ 
bers hearing Redmon snoring 
loudly around 5 a.m. As he was 
getting ready to go to work about 
10 a.m., he found Redmon dead. 
Because of the condition of his 
body, police say Redmon likely 
died several hours before his 
roommate found him. 

Redmon’s death was referred 
to the San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment’s homicide division. 
Homicide supervisor Mike John¬ 
son told the B.A.R. that it’s too 
soon to classify Redmon’s death as 
a suspected drug overdose because 
they are awaiting toxicology tests

T he Christian conservatives have done 
it again. Obviously angry that the 
country is growing more accepting of 
gays and lesbians and more at ease with 
passing anti-discrimination laws that in¬ 
clude sexual orientation, a group of anti-gay 
religious leaders and others have a novel 
idea for “protecting” - as they call it - the 
so-called institution of marriage. They pro¬ 
pose a constitutional amendment that 
would define marriage as being between 
one man and one woman. The proposed 
amendment also states: “Neither this con¬ 
stitution or the constitution of any state, nor 
state or federal law, shall be construed to re¬ 
quire that marital status or the legal inci¬ 
dents thereof be conferred upon unmarried 
couples or groups.” 

At its news conference last week, Alliance 
for Marriage members bemoaned the state 
of heterosexual marriage and its high di¬ 
vorce rate. Executive Director Matt Daniels 
said the amendment would help solve the 
problems of divorce, abuse, drug use and 
other issues that affect many American fam¬ 
ilies. We are at a loss as to how an amend¬ 
ment banning gay marriage would help het¬ 
erosexual marriage. Nor do we understand 
how such a proposal would help the “pan¬ 
demic of fatherless families” that is sweep¬ 
ing through the African American commu¬ 
nity, according to Walter Fauntroy, a Baptist 
minister who once opposed having a gay 
speaker address a civil rights march in 
Washington, D.C.; he said that up to 80 per¬ 
cent of African American children are born 
out of wedlock. 

But what do “fatherless families” and out 
of wedlock births have to do with same-sex 
couples seeking equal marriage rights? If 
anything, according to the alliance’s reason¬ 
ing, gay men should be encouraged to be¬ 
come fathers as they would provide their 
children with two daddies. Of course, two 
mommies aren’t bad either, and there are 
many children who for one reason or an¬ 
other are raised in single-parent house¬ 
holds. Instead of criticizing these different 
concepts of family, the alliance should be 
working to help families cope with the 
many issues that confront all parents - gay 
and straight - on a daily basis. 

The alliance’s amendment proposition is 
nothing more than a blatant attack on gays 


and lesbians, and the sole purpose of last 
week’s announcement seems to be to stir up 
right wingers. Proponents couldn’t even an¬ 
swer the fundamental question of how this 
amendment would help heterosexu¬ 
al marriage. 

We question whether the al¬ 
liance has the political support , 
necessary to an undertaking as 
monumental as amending the 
U.S. Constitution and, interesting¬ 
ly, they didn’t say when the measure 
would be introduced in Congress or by 
whom. 

For all the talk about the 
proposed amendment, howev¬ 
er, we see it having little chance 
of actually becoming reality. It is extremely 
difficult to amend the constitution, and any 
effort requires a broad national consensus 
as well as the support of most of Congress 
and 38 state legislatures. The other method 
of amending the constitution (through a 
convention of most state legislatures) has¬ 
n’t been used since 1787. 


Amending the constitution is not some¬ 
thing to be taken lightly nor should it be 
trivialized by meaningless amendments like 
the one suggested by the Alliance for Mar¬ 
riage. There are questions about whether 
such an amendment would even be 
legal given the equal protection pro¬ 
visions of the 14th Amendment. 

Lightning struck twice for gays last 
week beginning with the revelation 
that the Bush administration would 
allow the Salvation Army to discrimi- 
| nate against gays using federal tax 
dollars in exchange for the 
charity supporting the presi¬ 
dent’s faith-based initiative. 
That was followed by the Al¬ 
liance for Marriage’s news conference on the 
anti-gay amendment. In the case of the Sal¬ 
vation Army flap, the Bush administration 
did a hasty retreat. We hope the same thing 
will happen with the Alliance for Marriage. 
There’s absolutely no reason for this amend¬ 
ment and promoting it only serves to in¬ 
flame the issue of equal rights for gays. ▼ 




Stipes’ abuse of power

I n case you missed it, the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors recently spit in the faces of the 
electorate, overturning the outcome of 
the November election. They have passed 
legislation that was previously rejected by 
an overwhelming majority of voters. Eight 
of 11 supervisors determined that the defeat 
of Proposition N should be ignored. Appar¬ 
ently, it’s more important to pander to a 
vocal minority of activists then it is to honor 
the outcome of an election. Paybacks are 
still alive and well at City Hall in spite of the 
anti-Brown, anti-good-ol’-boy mentality 
that swept these people into office in the 
first place. 

Supervisor Jake McGoldrick created and 
passed legislation (over the Mayor’s veto) 
that does exactly what Proposition N would 
have done had voters not rejected it. Mc- 
Goldrick’s legislation effectively ends tenan- 
cies-in-common home ownership in San 
Francisco. To hell with the people! Let them 
deny it, but in the face of a rapidly chang¬ 
ing economic climate, last November’s hys¬ 
teria over housing and displacement no 
longer matches this summer’s reality. 

If you want to buy a home now, collec¬ 
tively you can’t, so you’ll have to be rich or 
leave town. At least with TICs there was 
some hope of getting out of the tenant cycle 
of evictions and uncertainty. Now there is 
none. If you’re a renter of modest or mod¬ 
erate means, you will likely be a renter for 
life - unless you leave San Francisco. The 
middle class is being squeezed out. 

To fully understand the workings of this 
board, let’s take a look at who it was, and 


what the agenda is, of those that worked so 
hard to get them elected. In other words, 
who is it this board really answers to? The fa¬ 
natical Tenants’ Union and other such ac¬ 
tivist groups have fear-mongered and brain¬ 
washed renters in San Francisco into believ¬ 
ing they are constant prey to greedy specu¬ 
lators and landlords. They placed proposi¬ 
tions on the ballot year after year using these 
tactics - and got them passed. Not happy 
with the most anti-landlord/pro-tenant 
rent control laws in the nation, they 
went for the heart and jugular of city 
government, the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, and Mayor Willie Brown re¬ 
spectively. As in past elections with 
propositions designed to keep 
renters renting, the Tenants’ Union 
used these tactics to estab¬ 
lish a majority on the 
board favoring its agenda. 

Once the new board was 
sworn in, it was a done deal, thus keeping 
their own paychecks safe from extinction. (I 
rubbed your back ... now you rub mine.) 
The activists’ emotionally charged mantra 
has always favored the elderly, disabled, and 
poor, labeling them victims of greed and 
scaring the wits out of anyone who rents. 
While legislation to help those citizens di¬ 
rectly is certainly called for, what this board 
passed really doesn’t help them at all. It is 
best described as a direct hit on Mayor 
Brown with the added bonus of decimating 
the most likely means of home ownership 
for the middle class, keeping them renters 
forever. That’s all this board is really about 
(save three of them, that is). I need to know: 
What good can possibly come from the pol¬ 
itics of revenge? 


Doesn’t that defeat the so-called purpose 
of their “progressive” agenda? There’s noth¬ 
ing progressive about revenge and back 
door deals with allied activists sharing the 
common goal to bring down Mayor Brown. 
It’s just politics as usual, only now it’s the ex¬ 
tremism of activists hell-bent on punishing 
Brown for his arrogance and defiance since 
taking office. Voters didn’t elect these indi¬ 
viduals because they favored one form of 
extremism over another. We elected them 
for change and a better San Francisco. So 
far, there is zero evidence that anything is 
one iota better. 

Instead of subverting the will 
of the voters by resurrecting re¬ 
jected legislative propositions, 
our Board of Supervisors should 
be crafting new legisla¬ 
tion.

They act more like spoiled misguided chil¬ 
dren of prosperity revolting against author¬ 
ity out of anger and resentment rather than 
elected officials with creative minds and in¬ 
novative ideas solving problems.

Queer rights group responds 

As members of Queers Undermining Israeli Ter¬ 
rorism, we would like to thank Peter (Pini) Altman, 
Robet Daroff, Tom Herz, David Maltz, and Saralie 
Pennington (“Saddened and thrilled at Pride,” Main- 
strom, B.A.R., July 5) for telling the queer communi¬ 
ty about our contingent in the recent LGBT Pride Pa¬ 
rade (something the queer media did not do). Their 
letter calls us “a fanatical anti-Israel group.” QUIT 
holds the “fanatical” view that people’s rights should 
not be determined by their racial, ethnic, religious, 
sexual, or gender identities. We hold other “extrem¬ 
ist” views, which we happen to share with that left- 
wing United Nations: that after 53 years, Palestinian 
refugees have the right to go home, and that Israel 
must withdraw from territories which it invaded in 
1967. 

We marched in the LGBT Freedom Day Parade, or 
Pride, because we are queers, and we belong there. 
Like other progressive queers, we have struggled for 
years to get the mainstream human rights movement 
to acknowledge, and respond to violations of our 
human rights. Now, Amnesty International has a sec¬ 
tion which focuses on human rights abuses of queers, 
and a recent report documented violations in many 
countries, including the U.S. And just as we demand 
that queer rights are human rights, so we are respon¬ 
sible to ensure that human rights, all human rights, 
are included in our fight for queer rights. 

The history of human rights abuses goes back to 
1947 and before, when a campaign of terror drove 
Palestinians from their homes. The current intifada 
started on September 28 of last year, when Ariel 
Sharon, the former defense minister, brought a thou¬ 
sand armed police to the site of the Al Aqsa mosque. 
Sharon is widely believed to have been complicit in, or 
directly responsible for, the massacre of 2,000 Pales¬ 
tinians in refugee camps in Lebanon in 1982. He is 
now being sued and investigated for prosecution in 
Belgium for crimes against humanity. He was elected 
prime minister in Israel this year. 

Since September 28, 2000, Israeli forces have shot 
and killed over 600 unarmed civilians, demolished 
over 400 houses, prevented Palestinians from getting 
to hospitals, isolated villages from their supplies of 
food and water, and destroyed the civilian infrastruc¬ 
ture. Inside Israel police looked on, while mobs beat, 
and in some cases killed, Palestinian citizens. Just last 
week, Sharon announced that the Israeli government 
would continue its policy of assassinating suspected or 
potential “terrorists.” This is a clear violation of human 
rights - to have the state armed forces go out and kill 
people who they decide are going to oppose them. 

We were very glad to be marching in SF Pride this 
year, and we got a very warm reception from most of 
the crowd. Queers in the Bay Area have been active in 
supporting the rights of Palestinians for over 30 years, 
and this is not the first time we have carried banners 
and signs supporting the liberation struggles in the 
Middle East. We were particularly proud to have 
marched with our banner this year, when we learned 
that 250 Palestinian and Israeli queers marched in Tel 
Aviv, carrying signs reading “No Pride in the Occu¬ 
pation” and “Human Rights for All,” in Arabic, He¬ 
brew, and English. 



Although we have been participating in Pride for 
decades, and have seen it go from a community march 
and be-in to a well-oiled commercial machine, we are 
still surprised that some people think that there are 
issues that do not belong at Pride. Queers are every¬ 
where and in every population. Which means that any 
issue affects us, and every violation of human rights is 
a violation of our community. Queer liberation can’t 
be achieved in isolation, because queers don’t exist in 
isolation. That is our strength. And when we queerly 
act in support of the liberation of any of our peoples, 
that is our Pride.

Selective consciousness

IGLHRC responds 

We disagree with Mr. Bill Andriette [“IGLHRC and 
sexual minorities,” Mailstrom, July 12] on a number of 
points. The International Gay and Lesbian Human 
Rights Commission fights for the rights of a wide 
array of sexual minorities and people with HIV/AIDS. 
We take action against police abuse and extortion of 
transgender people in Argentina and sex workers in 
Mexico; we support efforts to depathologize and de¬ 
criminalize homosexuality in India; we work against 
police raids of suspected homosexuals in Uganda, 
Egypt, and Lebanon; we defend the rights of lesbian 
prisoners in Colombia and of LGBT asylum seekers 
in detention in the U.S.; we campaign to ensure ac¬ 
cess to medications for PWAs around the world. We 
do all this and more. 

Here is what we do not do: We do not support or¬ 
ganizations that advocate for adults to have sex with 
children. 

In his letter, Mr. Andriette refers to the expulsion 

next page ► 
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of a “radical gay group” from the International Les¬ 
bian and Gay Association (ILGA). He is referring to 
the North-American Man-Boy/Love Association 
(NAMBLA). 

The majority of the members of ILGA - IGLHRC 
included - voted to expel NAMBLA from ILGA in 
1994. The vote was indeed prompted by political ma¬ 
neuvers sponsored by Jesse Helms to deny ILGA con¬ 
sultative status at the United Nations. Even today, 
ILGA’s U.N. status remains “suspended” because of 
entrenched homophobia inside the U.N. and our very 
own U.S. government. 

Yet our position regarding NAMBLA has not 
changed and is not dependent on U.N. politics. We 
believe that children and youth have rights, including 
the right to develop their sexuality in a healthy and 
supportive environment. And we believe that children 
also have the right to be free from maltreatment, sex¬ 
ual exploitation, and abuse. 

IGLHRC is a non-governmental organization. We 
have a policy of refusing governmental monies either 
from the U.S. government or other governments. We 
zealously guard our ability to criticize governments 
when human rights violations occur. And most gov¬ 
ernments understand and respect our impartiality. 
This may explain why a large number of countries 
voted for our inclusion in the recent United Nations 
gathering on HIV/AIDS: Argentina, Romania, the 
U.S., El Salvador, and India were among the 62 coun¬ 
tries that voted for our inclusion, despite the fact they 
have been the target of our action alerts. 

We cover cases of discrimination and persecution 
in many countries and regions, and yet we cover just 
the tip of the iceberg. Homophobia, transphobia, and 
AIDS-phobia are well entrenched in our world. No 
organization can ever hope to address all the injus¬ 
tices against LGBT people and PWAs. But IGLHRC 
and its many allies are making a dent in the machin¬ 
ery of hate. When a lesbian is released from prison in 
Romania or when the national human rights com¬ 
mission in Japan decides to include sexual orientation 
issues, we know we are making progress. And we 
know that this is just the beginning.

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Term limits 
reaches its limits

I t has been nearly a dozen years 
since California voters ap¬ 
proved term limits for state 
legislators; most feel it is probably 
time to eliminate the limits put on 
state legislators back in 1990. Cur¬ 
rently legislators are limited to 
three two-year terms in the As¬ 
sembly and two four-year terms in 
the Senate. Next year, both San 
Francisco Assembly members, Ca¬ 
role Migden and Kevin Shelley, 
will be forced from office due to 
term limits, and John Burton, the 
city’s lone state senator, must leave 
two years later. While both Shelley 
and Migden will seek other of¬ 
fices - Shelley is running 
for secretary of state and 
Migden is running for a 
Board of Equalization 
seat - both have served 
the city well in the As¬ 
sembly and are prime 
examples as to why 
term limits are 
a bad idea. 

In addition 
to limiting 
terms of state legislators, Califor¬ 
nia voters were among voters in 13 
states to approve term limits for 
members of Congress in 1992, al¬ 
though the U.S. Supreme Court 
eventually struck down term lim¬ 
its for House members in all 
states. Though the movement for 
term limits long ago lost political 
steam, eight of the nation’s 10 
largest cities, 38 governorships 
and 19 state legislatures now limit 
how long elected officials can 
serve. 

There are numerous reasons 
why term limits in California 
should be done away with; the 
state’s current energy crisis is one 
of them, though both Migden and 
Shelley were among those who 
voted for deregulation of energy 
prices back in 1996. Grappling 
with the state energy crisis has ex¬ 
posed the lack of experience of 
some legislators, and as political 
analyst Sherry Jeffe, a senior 
scholar at the School of Policy, 
Planning, and Development at the 
University of Southern California 
recently put it, “there is no insti¬ 
tutional memory and it takes a 
long time to act on policy as com¬ 
plex as energy.” 

While some political analysts 
claim that the state voters are not 
yet of the mind to eliminate term 
limits altogether, there is now a 
move to at least loosen them, and 
there is currently serious talk of 
changing the current limitations 
to allow lawmakers to serve up to 
12 years - three four-year terms in 
the Senate and six two-year terms 
in the Assembly. To be sure, some 
well-entrenched politicians would 
try to make a lifetime career out of 
serving (Willie Brown spent 30 
years in the Assembly) but the 
basic concept of term limits has 
proven to be an ill-conceived idea 
and it is now time for California 
to do away with the practice. 

San Francisco a 
‘cesspool’? 

You couldn’t read Rob 
Morse’s recent column in the San 
Francisco Chronicle (“The 
cesspool that is the streets of San 
Francisco”) without agreeing with 
most of it. I mean, does anyone 
care about the deteriorating 
streets of this town? The stretch of 
Market Street from Church to the 


Embarcadero has become a battle 
zone with tourists avoiding the 
area like the plague (one of the 
city’s most prominent movers and 
shakers recently told me the area 
reminded him of Beirut). You 
have to constantly step over sleep¬ 
ing street people and drunks on 
Market, as Morse puts it, “urinat¬ 
ing and defecating on the sidewalk 
are now acceptable behavior;” res¬ 
idents and tourists alike regularly 
cross the streets to avoid the men¬ 
tally ill that are everywhere, 
threatening all who come close; 
panhandlers now outnumber 
shoppers; beggars with cardboard 
signs are at nearly every stop light; 
and the so-called “quality-of-life” 
crimes go totally ignored 
because, as Morse so 
aptly put it, “some 
members of the 
Board of Supervisors 
and District Attorney 
Terence Hallinan, 
who now wants to be 
mayor, think minor 
crimes and 
craziness 
ought to be ig¬ 
nored by law 

enforcement.” 

City cops tell me they know 
only too well that when they do 
cite those who are openly selling 
or using drugs on the streets, 
using the doorways for toilets, or 
hassling ordinary citizens, that the 
district attorney’s office won’t 
prosecute, so why bother? Morse 
compares San Francisco and the 
ugliness of its streets to what a 
safe, clean place New York City 
has become. One doesn’t have to 
agree with the politics of Rudy 
Giuliani to agree that if the guy 
can clean up the streets of the na¬ 
tion’s largest city, something can 
surely be done here. Morse is right 
when he says “go there [NYC] and 
check out the sidewalks and you 
will swear you’re in the San Fran¬ 
cisco of 25 years ago.” 

I’m certain of one thing - the 
current members of the Board of 
Supervisors here (with a possible 
exception or two) could care less 
about the conditions of our 
streets, what tax-paying residents 
or tourists have to constantly put 
up with, and God forbid we do 
anything about the ever-growing 
homeless (they’re sacred here, you 
know). But the person who wants 
to be our next mayor - listening 
Mr. Tom Ammiano? Mr. Gavin 
Newsom? Mr. John Burton? (no, 
not Burton, he’s the biggest bleed¬ 
ing heart of them all) - had better 
soon take heed and get the mes¬ 
sage: everyone is fed up. Get a clue 
you mayoral wannabes, read 
Morse’s July 16 column one more 
time and take some of it to heart. 
As for Hallinan for mayor, God 
help us all. 

Politics and people 

Like so many others, Assem¬ 
blyman Lou Papan (D-Millbrae) 
will be termed out of his 19th As¬ 
sembly seat in San Mateo County 
next year and is reportedly already 
pushing his daughter, Gina 
Papan, for the seat; San Mateo 
County Supe Mike Nevin, a pop¬ 
ular former Daly City mayor, 
however, is the one to beat for the 
Demo nomination. 

Word has it that Michela 
Alioto, who lost a close race for 
Congress in 1996 and who lost to 
Secretary of State Bill Jones by 
less than 75,000 votes in 1998, will 
likely pull out of her current race 


for secretary of state and file for 
that Board of Equalization seat 
(1st District) that Carole Migden 
has filed for; Alioto has excellent 
name ID and should be a strong 
candidate in the March 2002 
Demo primary. 

Think that Supervisor Mark 
Leno’s race for the 13 th Assembly 
seat is off to a good start? Leno 
won the Alice B. Toklas LGBT De¬ 
mocratic Club endorsement last 
week with a whopping 94 percent 
of the votes cast; yes, Leno has 
been a good supe and would make 
a great legislator (any questions 
where I stand on that race?). 

Meanwhile, those close to the 
City Hall/Hall of Justice political 
scene are telling me that popular 
deputy City Attorney Kamala 
Harris is all but a sure thing to 
run for district attorney next time 
around. 

Washington insiders say that 
the killing of the campaign fi¬ 
nance reform legislation by the 
House GOP leadership, with the 
approval of the Bush White 
House, is only one more reason 
that Senator John McCain (R- 
Arizona), despite his current de¬ 
nials, will eventually run for the 
presidency in 2004 as an indepen¬ 
dent. 

Also in D.C., it is not a secret 
that the Bush White House was 
deep in secret negotiations with 
the Salvation Army and it would 
have never been revealed except 
for the internal memo that unin¬ 
tentionally wound up in the hands 
of a Washington Post reporter. 
Karl Rove, Bush’s top adviser, was 
the Salvation Army’s first contact 
in its effort to win approval of a 
regulation allowing it and other 
religious charities to practice anti¬ 
gay workplace bias. The memo 
obtained by the Post clearly said 
the White House had made a 
“firm commitment” to issue a reg¬ 
ulation change protecting reli¬ 
gious charities from state and 
local efforts to prevent discrimi¬ 
nation against gays in hiring and 
benefits. To secure this agreement, 
the Salvation Army proposed to 
spend nearly $1 million on lobby¬ 
ists and to support Bush’s “faith- 
based initiative,” which would in¬ 
crease federal funding of religious 
charities like the Salvation Army. 
The White House now, of course, 
denies promising the Salvation 
Army anything, and the deal was 
quickly dropped after news of the 
proposed regulation was pub¬ 
lished by the Post. But Don Eber- 
ly, deputy director of the White 
House Office of Faith-Based and 
Community Initiatives, had given 
the Salvation Army an implicit 
understanding (according to their 
own memo) that the Bush admin¬ 
istration would indeed make the 
change. 

Not only is Representative 
Gary Condit’s (D-Ceres) political 
career toast due to his lies, cover- 
up, and an extramarital sex life 
that makes Bill Clinton look like 
an amateur, but Condit’s troubles 
have likely also ended (or at least 
delayed) a once-promising politi¬ 
cal career for his son, Chad Con- 
dit, who was reportedly preparing 
a run for the Modesto-area As¬ 
sembly seat his father once held. 
Incidentally, the sex antics of Gary 
Condit during the time he served 
in Sacramento were so well 
known around the capital city that 
he was often derisively referred to 
as “Gary Condom.”

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Are gay men ignoring 
the role of feminism?

| ff ere’s a pronouncement I 
wish I never had to hear 
again from any gay man: 
“Lesbian-feminists have ruined 
the gay movement.” This was the 
crux of a recent lecture, provoca¬ 
tively titled “The Emasculation of 
Gay Politics,” that gay journalist 
Andrew Sullivan gave in New 
York. Statements that Sullivan 
made and that I’ve heard different 
versions of from other gay men 
suggests that they are willful ig¬ 
noring the important role femi¬ 
nism could play in their lives. 

At this moment, Sullivan is the 
loudest proponent of this “les¬ 
bians have taken over” view. But in 
fact, feminist-bashing has been a 
popular sport of the gay right for 
years. In the early 1990s, gay 
writer Stephen H. Miller was 
penning anti-feminist 
tirades in Christopher Street 
magazine with headlines like 
“Who Stole the Gay Move¬ 
ment?” 

Feminism, according to 
these gay writers, has 
infused our move¬ 
ment with a politics 
of victimiza¬ 
tion. As a re¬ 
sult, the gay 
movement has 
become more about hating the 
people who oppose us than about 
building a strong, unified gay 
community. Worse yet, because 
feminists direct our movement, 
gay men don’t feel free to connect 
with their true, core masculinity; 
whenever they try to, harpy les¬ 
bians jump in to berate them as 
sexist. Gay men are, in effect, 
being pussy-whipped. 

Ironically, this kind of thinking 
suggests that gay men are victims, 
the helpless pawns of pushy dykes. 
Sullivan actually proposes that if 
lesbians weren’t running most of 
the national gay organizations and 
alienating their gay brothers with 
incessant demands of political 
correctness, more gay men would 
abandon their beach chairs on 
Fire Island and get actively in¬ 
volved in community politics. Cu¬ 
riously, Sullivan neglects to say 
what prevented so many beach 
boys from getting involved in gay 
politics when there were almost 
no large community organiza¬ 
tions for lesbians to ruthlessly 
grab control of - that is, before 
AIDS came along. 

Of course, throughout history, 
there have been men who’ve used

some version of the “women are 
to blame” argument. It’s a long 
and cherished tradition to point 
to women as the cause of just 
about everything undesirable 

- like homosexuality and 
male juvenile delinquency 

- right on back to the bibli¬ 
cal “Fall of Man.” 

But it’s disheartening to 
see gay men upholding 
that tradition. And it’s not 
exclusively the gay right 
taking part. More subtle 
forms of fem¬ 
inist-bashing 
have trickled 
out of the gay 
center and gay left, too. Sullivan 
hasn’t been the only gay man to 
raise a skeptical eyebrow and 
wonder loudly, “How could the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force hire seven female executive 
directors in a row? Didn’t any men 
apply for the job?” 

At the root of all the com¬ 
plaints about lesbian-feminism is, 
I think, the misperception that 
feminism has no relevance for gay 
men. In fact, the connection be¬ 
tween feminism and gay men is 
profound. 

In his talk, Sullivan spoke of 
the “deep wound” that many gay 
men carry from childhood - 
being taunted because they’re not 
“real men.” Yet he failed to go a 
step further and recognize that, in 
the eyes of many straight men, 
what being a “real man” signifies 
is being higher up the social scale 
than women. As Suzanne Pharr 
first theorized in the late 1980s, 
homophobia pretty much owes its 
existence to sexism. 

Gay men who’ve been able to 
draw that vital connection have 
seen it in their interest to support 
feminists and join in coalition 
with them. But Sullivan suggests 


that gay men start learning from 
straight men instead. We need, he 
says, a “more masculine gay poli¬ 
tics,” one that is “less passive and 
defensive” (read: “feminine”). In 
cruder terms, let’s put those 
broads back in their place and 
start doing guy stuff. 

There’s a persuasive book 
called Manhood in America: A 
Cultural History, written by 
Michael Kimmel, a very smart and 
well-known sociologist who’s not 
hesitant to make connections. 
Kimmel’s the kind of straight man 
I wish Sullivan would bond with, 
but I doubt if he’s someone Sulli¬ 
van has in mind for guy-to-guy 
talks. 

Through a historical study of 
masculinity in this country since 
the 18th century, Kimmel shows 
that prevailing ideas about what 
makes a “real man” have often 
been about “the fear of others 
dominating us, having power or 
control over us.” By contrast, 
womanhood, femininity and ef¬ 
feminacy comprise “a negative 
pole against which men define 
themselves.” 

How great it would be, Kimmel 
suggests, if men didn’t have to live 
up to a constricting idea of man¬ 
hood. What a different society this 
could be, better for everyone, male 
and female, straight and gay. 

That’s the hope feminism has 
been holding out for years. In¬ 
stead of seeing feminists as the 
spoilers of the gay movement, 
then, I wish more gay men would 
recognize that feminism is ulti¬ 
mately on their side. Y

Anchorage 
Mayor George Wuerch had or¬ 
dered the exhibit removed last 
month calling it “promotional” 
but U.S. District Judge James 
Singleton ruled that it be rein¬ 


stated after the American Civil 
Liberties Union sued, citing free 
speech. 

And, in Massachusetts, public 
schools are covering topics about 
gays and lesbians more often, ac¬ 
cording to the Boston Globe; pro¬ 
ponents say the lessons promote 
tolerance, opponents say they 
spread propaganda. 

Finally a note to our esteemed 
legislators: New York has become 
the first state in the nation to tell 
cell phone drivers to use a headset 
or face a fine, and it is time Cali¬ 
fornia followed suit. Some 40 
states are currently pondering 
such laws, but as of July 1 New 
York is still the only state to ban 
the use of hand-held cell phones 
by drivers. California should be 
next.

Who was Marlon Riggs?

July 16 ; 1991 (10 years ago this 
week): Marlon Riggs's documen¬ 
tary Tongues Untied debuts on 
PBS, though many local stations 
refuse to air it. 

O ne of the leading documen¬ 
tary filmmakers to emerge in 
the late 1980s, Marlon Riggs 
dissected issues of racism and ho¬ 
mophobia in a number of ground¬ 
breaking films, including Tongues 
Untied, a deeply personal and po¬ 
etic exploration of what it means 
to be a black gay man in America. 
Almost inevitably, the film became 
a major battlefield in the “culture 
wars” of the early 1990s. 

Born in 1957, Riggs was the 
son of a career Army officer. Dur¬ 
ing his childhood, the family 
moved from Texas to Georgia to 
Germany. Though times could 
be hard — especially in 
Georgia at the height of the 
civil rights movement - 
the Riggses were a loving 
family and never wavered in 
their support for their son. 

In 1974, Riggs received a 
full scholarship to 
Harvard University. 

There, for the first 
time, he studied 
African American history, and his 
eyes were opened. He decided to 
go into documentary filmmaking, 
he later explained, because he 
wanted to share what he was 
learning with as many people as 
possible. 

After graduating from Har¬ 
vard, he entered the master’s pro¬ 
gram in filmmaking at the Univer¬ 
sity of California at Berkeley. Al¬ 
though he had always been aware 
of his homosexuality, it wasn’t 
until he moved to Berkeley that he 
came to terms with being gay. In 
1979, he became roommates with 
a white gay man named Jack Vin¬ 
cent, and soon they became lovers. 
It would prove to be an enduring 
relationship. 

Riggs completed his degree in 
1982 and started working on his 
first feature-length documentary, 
Ethnic Notions, an examination of 
racist stereotypes in popular cul¬ 
ture. The 1987 film won numer¬ 
ous awards, including an Emmy, 
and established Riggs as major 
documentarian. Soon, he was in¬ 
vited to join the faculty of the 
School of Journalism at Berkeley. 

Around this time, Riggs be¬ 
came interested in making a short 
film about black gay men. He had 
been reading intently the poetry 
of Essex Hemphill, among others, 
and had become involved with the 
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The late Marlon Riggs 


Oakland group Black Gay Men 
United. But in December 1988, 
while visiting his parents in Ger¬ 
many, Riggs suffered kidney fail¬ 
ure and almost died. Hospital 
tests showed he had AIDS. 

He pulled through this 
first bout with the disease, 
but the concept for the 
film - and his whole doc¬ 
umentary method - was 
radically altered. “I found 
that the story would 
be my life,” he later 
recalled. “I never 
thought of putting 
myself before the camera; it was 
really liberating.” 

In Tongues Untied, Riggs inter¬ 
weaves his own experiences with 
those of others, using poetry, 
music, and provocative imagery to 
create an intense yet lyrical por¬ 
trayal of what it’s like to be a gay 
African American man. Candidly 
addressing both racism within the 
gay community and homophobia 
among African Americans, the 
film asserted that “black men lov¬ 
ing black men is a revolutionary 
act.” (Some black gays would later 
call on Riggs to explain why he 
had a white lover.) 

Completed in 1989, the hour- 
long documentary won a number 
of prestigious awards and was 
slated to air on the PBS series 
P.O.V. But religious right groups 
mounted a fervent campaign 
against televising the film,.citing 
its explicit sexual content, includ¬ 
ing graphic language and (very 
brief) “full-frontal nudity.” Al¬ 
though PBS still aired Tongues 
Untied in July 1991, 18 network 
affiliates refused to broadcast the

which are expected by the end of 
this month. Johnson said police 
found a small bag containing a 
white powder in Redmon’s sock 
and it’s also being analyzed. 

San Francisco Medical Exam¬ 
iner Dr. Boyd Stephens told the 
B.A.R. that although a drug over¬ 
dose is a strong possibility, deter¬ 
mination of Redmon’s death can¬ 
not be made until the toxicology 
tests are back. 

Stephens said Redmon had a 
history using so-called club drugs 
including methamphetamines, 
GHB, and ecstasy. Hall said that 
although he did a good job of hid¬ 
ing his drug use, Redmon seemed 
to drift more to drugs since he lost 
his job last February. Hall said he 
tried without success to get Red¬ 
mon help. 

“I fought very hard to get him 
in rehab and he just wouldn’t do it 
and none of his friends or family 
would take it seriously,” said Hall. 

Hall said Redmon’s circle of 
friends that he clubbed with re.- 



film, while others scheduled it for 
the wee hours. 

Right-wing politicians, who 
had launched a war on immorali¬ 
ty in the media, denounced 
Tongues Untied as yet another 
misuse of public funds (Riggs had 
received a $5,000 grant from the 
National Endowment for the 
Arts) and another reason to shut 
down the Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting. “What the hell is 
going on when the taxpayers are 
required to fund such garbage as 
that?” thundered Jesse Helms 
from the Senate floor. Meanwhile, 
Republican presidential chal¬ 
lenger Patrick Buchanan used racy 
clips from Tongues Untied in cam¬ 
paign ads to illustrate how the 
(first) Bush administration had 
“invested our tax dollars in blas¬ 
phemy and pornographic art.” 

Riggs continued to explore the 
black gay experience in three short 
films: Affirmations (1990), Anthem 
(1991), and No Regrets (Non, Je Ne 
Regrette Rien) (1992) - this last 
dealing with AIDS among African 
Americans. He also continued his 
investigation of black images in 
popular culture with the feature- 
length documentary Color Adjust¬ 
ment (1991), which told the histo¬ 
ry of the depiction of African 
Americans on television, from 
Amos W Andy to The Cosby Show. 

In 1992, Riggs began work on 
Black Is ... Black Ain't, taking up 
the thorny question of what con¬ 
stitutes African American identi¬ 
ty. But Riggs’s health was deterio¬ 
rating rapidly, and in November 
1993 he entered the hospital for a 
six-month stay. Still, he poured 
whatever energy he had into mak¬ 
ing the film. • 

Riggs died at home April 5, 
1994, surrounded by his family 
and his partner, Jack Vincent. 
Black Is ... Black Ain't was com¬ 
pleted by co-director Christiane 
Badgley, who incorporated scenes 
of Riggs speaking from his hospi¬ 
tal bed. Much more than just a 
study of black identity, the film 
stands as a moving testament of 
Riggs’s own unflagging search for 
meaning - despite the hostile 
forces of prejudice and disease. T

main in denial. 

Hall said he wouldn’t let Red¬ 
mon live in his Folsom Street 
home regularly because he was 
concerned about enabling his 
drug use but he didn’t have the 
heart to take the house keys away 
from him. He noted that although 
Redmon “couch-surfed,” staying 
with various friends, he let him 
store his belongings in his home. 

Hall said that ironically, with 
his new job, Redmon appeared to 
be on the verge of turning away 
from drugs when he died.

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CHAT study seeks HIV+ 
drug and alcohol users

erhaps it’s time for a little 
CHAT? 

People on HIV medica¬ 
tions who use alcohol and/or 
recreational drugs are being re¬ 
cruited for an ongoing study de¬ 
signed to help them stick to their 
regimens. 

You may have seen recruiting 
ads at bus shelters in the Castro, 
with a green butterfly held in a 
palm. 

Called CHAT, for Challenges in 
HIV/AIDS Treatment, the study is 
designed in part to help people 
find ways to manage their lives 
and their HIV medications. 
Around 250 people are now par¬ 
ticipating in CHAT at the Center 
for AIDS Prevention Studies at the 
University of California, San 
Francisco. Another 250 are needed 
by next March. 

There are three main criteria 
for the initial screening, according 
to CAPS’ Michael Crosby, Ph.D., 
MPH, the principal investigator. 
Participants must: 

1) currently be using alcohol 
and/or recreational drugs from 
ecstasy to heroin; 

2) have a detectable viral load; 

3) currently be on HIV med¬ 
ication. 

The study is open to Bay Area 
residents, though it primarily tar¬ 
gets San Franciscans because of 
the need for regular visits over a 


keep to a pharmaceutical regimen. 
These are: the medicines’ side ef¬ 
fects; a chaotic lifestyle; poor 
stress management; inadequate 
social support; poor interaction 
with health care providers; and 
struggles to remove a host of other 
barriers. 

CHAT is testing whether indi* 
vidually tailored interventions can 
help people manage their meds. A 
recent study by Dr. David Bangs- 
berg and colleagues at UCSF 
found that the more adherent 
people are to their HIV medica¬ 
tion regimens (highly active anti¬ 
retroviral therapy, or HAART), 
the slower they progress to AIDS. 
Bangsberg is consulting on CHAT. 

People selected for the study 
will be split randomly into an in¬ 
tervention or a control group. The 
latter won’t get the intervention, 
which consists in part of six indi¬ 
vidual counseling sessions. 

There’s a year-long commit¬ 
ment required. Both groups will 
be asked to return every four 
months for data collection about 
health and behavior, plus blood 
will be drawn. 

People in the intervention 
group will have to visit CAPS’ of¬ 
fices, near the Embarcadero, for 
weekly counseling sessions by a 
specialist in HIV medication ad¬ 
herence. There will be a total of six 
sessions over two months. 

“The beauty of this interven¬ 
tion,” said Crosby, “is that people

Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please 
read this leaflet each time you renew the prescription, just in case anything 
has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement for a careful 
discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT 
when you start taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should 
remain under a doctor’s care when taking VIRACEPT and should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

Alert: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with 
VIRACEPT. Please also read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT 
TAKE WITH VIRACEPT”. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in combination with other antiretroviral drugs in the 
treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important 
to the immune system. After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, 
the infected person develops acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 
VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), 
which is required for HIV to multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to 
significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. Although VIRACEPT is 
not a cure for HIV or AIDS, VIRACEPT can help reduce your risk for death 
and illness associated with HIV. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had 
significant increases in the number of CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT should be taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such 
as Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, 
d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other antiretroviral drugs 
reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 
VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age 
or older. Studies in infants younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 
DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. People taking VIRACEPT may 
still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions associated with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes vims infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate 
for you. In making your decision, the following should be considered: 
Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, 
you must not take VIRACEPT You should also inform your doctor, nurse, 
or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as other medicines, 
foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant 
you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best 
way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted through 
breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 
13 years of age with HIV. There is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be 
mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. Instructions on how 
to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses 
how VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with 
liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor before 
taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of 
VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with hemophilia have 
had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia 
types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent 
urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the 
upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. 

Loss of fat from the face, legs and arms may also happen. The cause and 
long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 
CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without 
a prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are 
taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Medicines you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

Cordarone® (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, 

Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others 

Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

Halcion® (triazolam) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

Mevacor® (lovastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 

Zocor® (simvastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 


Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life- 
threatening adverse events. 

Rifampin® (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, 
Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: Mycobutin® 
(rifabutin, for MAC): you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking 
VIRACEPT with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different 
type of contraception since VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of 
oral contraceptives. 

Special considerations 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with VIRACEPT, talk to your doctor 
about possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and 
VIRACEPT together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra 
such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting 
more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should 
seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering 
drugs Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between VIRACEPT and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); 
talk to your doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing 
drugs with VIRACEPT. 

Taking St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as 
a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort with 
VIRACEPT is not recommended. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or 
are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease 
VIRACEPT levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance 
to VIRACEPT or cross resistance to other antiretroviral drugs. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to 
fight the virus. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. 
Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor will 
direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will 
depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It will 
also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 

Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, you 
should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours 
before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood is unchanged. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Viramune. 

Sustiva™ (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 

Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects 
experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the 
most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most adult patients 
had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment In clinical studies, 
about 15-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three 
times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily had four or more loose 
stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal 
medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are 
available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT 
include nausea, gas and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in 
less than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects 
may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the 
illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side 
effects in patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared 
with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list of side effects, 


ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. Your doctor may 
prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a 
day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. VIRACEPT 
tablets are film-coated to help make the tablets easier to swallow. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or 
decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine 
for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. Do not stop 
taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if 
you are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than'for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 
The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat consistent 
overtime. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to 
decrease: therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you 
miss a dose, you should take the dose as soon as possible and then take 
your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 
Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. 
Each dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The 
recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, 
taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be 
administered either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of the 
child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy 
formula, soy milk, dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice 
cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or 
grapefruit juice, apple juice, or apple sauce, because this may create a 


Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or 
refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do not heat the mixed dose once it has 
been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and 
therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep 
bottle closed and store at room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) 
away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp place. Heat 
and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask 
your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call 1.888.VIRACEPT

heretofore been an exclusively 
state matter, Daniels claimed, 
“The traditional autonomy of 
state legislatures on family law 
matters is preserved by the text of 
the amendment.” 

He claimed they were protect¬ 
ing the American people from ac¬ 
tivist courts that are “distorting” 
existing law in order to promote a 
gay marriage agenda. By passing 
this amendment they would re¬ 
turn power to the people to decide 
this issue. 

“Our nation cannot go for¬ 
ward unless our laws send a posi¬ 
tive message to children about 
marriage, family, and their fu¬ 
ture,” said Daniels. The amend¬ 
ment was part of that message, he 
said, explaining that it would help 
to solve the problems of divorce, 
abuse, drug use and others that 
wrack American families. 

Walter Fauntroy, a Baptist 
minister and former congression¬ 
al representative for the District of 
Columbia, said that the worst 
thing besetting people of African 
descent throughout the world is 
“the pandemic of fatherless fami¬ 
lies that is sweeping our nation 
today.” 

He said that up to 80 percent of 
African American children are 
born out of wedlock. “If we don’t 
do something about it, we will 
soon be back to slavery” which 
was “based upon the destruction 
of the nuclear family.” 

Fauntroy called marriage “an 
institution which defines sexual 
activity as having a dual purpose, 
procreation and recreation, and 
not recreation alone.” Presumably 
he would deny marriage to all 
post-menopausal women as there 
no longer is the possibility of pro¬ 
creation. 

Fauntroy claimed, “I am by no 
means abandoning my lifelong 
commitment to protecting the 
civil rights of all citizens, gay and 
straight, and of every race, creed, 
and color on this planet.” He said 
that gays could “enter into bind¬ 
ing contracts. But that right does 
not extend to the right to redefine 
the institution of marriage for the 
purpose of legalizing a lifestyle 
that one has chosen.” It smacked 
of separate and unequal treatment 
under the law. 

In 1983, politician Fauntroy 
opposed letting a gay person 
speak at an anniversary celebra¬ 
tion of the 1963 civil rights March 
on Washington. He equated gay 
rights with “penguin rights.” 

Alliance members were not 
willing to talk about when the 
amendment might be introduced 
in Congress, or by whom. And de¬ 
spite all Of the talk, no one seemed 


to be able to answer a basic ques¬ 
tion from reporters: How would 
this amendment help heterosexu¬ 
al marriages? Perhaps that is why 
the event got so little ink. 

As CBS Radio commentator 
Dave Ross said, the amendment 
seems to come down to, “We don’t 
care who you marry or how long 
it lasts, so long as the sexes are op¬ 
posite.” 

Dueling views 

The Human Rights Campaign 
organized a news conference 
across the lobby of the press club 
to respond to the earlier gather¬ 
ing. Spokesman David Smith said 
the alliance “is intending to write 
out gay and lesbian families from 
the U.S. Constitution.” 

Donna Payne, a HRC field or¬ 
ganizer, acknowledged the prob¬ 
lems facing American families. 
“What is needed is solutions, not 
scapegoats,” she said. “They mis¬ 
takenly think that ‘pro-family’ is a 
synonym for anti-gay.” She said 
the amendment “would create a 
constitutionally mandated second 
class of American citizens,” and 
urged a celebration of families in 
all of their diversity. 

“I just don’t understand the 
reason for all of the sound and 
fury,” said Elder Michael Van Zant 
of the Faith Temple Evangelical 
Church. “It is obvious that these 
threats to heterosexual marriage 
and family are not homosexual 
unions but rather the conduct and 
behavior ofheterosexuals in and 
out of their heterosexual unions.” 

“As people of faith, we actively 
oppose the manipulation of reli¬ 
gion to promote inequality and 
exclusion,” said Leslie Watson, in¬ 
terim director of Equal Partners in 
Faith. She evoked the language of 
the Declaration of Independence 
that calls for “life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness” for all 
Americans. She said that each reli¬ 
gion should be free to decide what 
constitutes marriage within their 
own tradition. 

“Most of the anti-gay attacks in 
Congress are legal equivalents of 
sticks and stones,” said Christo¬ 
pher Anders, legal counsel for the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
“This amendment is the legal 
equivalent of a nuclear bomb. It 
will wipe every single line protect¬ 
ing gay and lesbian families and 
other unmarried couples.” 

He said it would “invalidate all 
state and local domestic partner¬ 
ship laws,” even in those states that 
have passed a gay civil rights bill. 
It would prohibit state and local 
governments from offering do¬ 
mestic partner benefits to em¬ 
ployees, and “undermine” adop¬ 
tion and guardianship laws, in¬ 
cluding hospital visitation and de¬ 
cision-making. 

Anders turned to the vice pres¬ 
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idential debate last fall when Dick 
Cheney said, “People should be 
free to enter into any kind of rela¬ 
tionship they want to enter into.” 
Cheney continued by noting that 
marriage is a state issue where 
states may come to “different con¬ 
clusions ... I don’t think that there 
should necessarily be a federal 
policy in this area ... I think we 
ought to do everything we can to 
tolerate and accommodate what¬ 
ever kind of relationships people 
want to enter into.” 

The alliance claimed that the 
amendment would not affect the 
gay civil unions enacted in Ver¬ 
mont or domestic partner laws. “I 
don’t know whether that is a pur¬ 
poseful misstatement or they 
don’t understand the language 
that they putting forward,” said 
Anders, but “the legal incidents of 
marriage” includes benefits that 
have been conferred through do¬ 
mestic partnership and other laws. 

Anders called the amendment 
“a more extreme measure than the 
Defense of Marriage Act,” which 
sailed through Congress in 1996. 
He is afraid that members of Con¬ 
gress may sign on before they re¬ 
alize how extreme the measure is, 
and then it would become more 
difficult to change their minds. 

Passage would “deprive states 
of having that traditional role” of 
being a laboratory for family law 
and civil rights issues, he said. 
“Every single federal civil rights 
law has always allowed the states 
to develop stronger civil rights 
laws. But this takes states out of 
the picture entirely.” 

HRC’s Smith said they have 
not seen “any evidence that this is 
a viable effort” in Congress, 
though they will continue to 
monitor things closely. ▼

F amilies USA is a nonprofit 
foundation that studies drug 
companies and the price of 
pharmaceutical drugs. The 
group issued a report last 
week demonstrating 
that the lion’s share 
of drug company 
profits are being spent 
on advertising and pro¬ 
motion, not on research 
and development of new 
drugs. The report 
also listed the top 
five executive 
salaries - starting 
at $40 million per year plus stock 
options - calling the salaries “off 
the charts.” 

The report sent shock waves 
through the drug manufacturing 
sector and caused much conster¬ 
nation for the industry’s 


spokesgroup, the Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers of America 
(PhRMA). PhRMA had previous¬ 
ly stated that drug prices were 
high because the profits were 
needed to develop new drugs and 
find cures for the dying. While the 
drug companies quickly issued re¬ 
buttals and denials to Families 
USA’s findings, PhRMA 
was hard-pressed to 
prove otherwise. The 
numbers Families USA 
used in its report were 
gleaned from official 
drug company account¬ 
ing documents 
submitted to the 
Securities and 
Exchange Com¬ 
mission. 

In the AIDS community, con¬ 
sumers are used to paying ridicu¬ 
lously high prices for AIDS med¬ 
ications. For years it was believed 
that high prices were necessary so 
that new HIV drugs could one day 


be developed. In reality the profits 
taken from PWAs and their insur¬ 
ance companies have gone to pay 
for huge advertising campaigns 
and absurdly high executive 
salaries. At the same time, few new 
families of drugs are in develop¬ 
ment, with some companies opt¬ 
ing out of the HIV-drug market al¬ 
together. While many PWAs have 
been very thankful and supportive 
of drug companies for stepping in 
and finding ways to extend life, 
some PWAs we have spoken with 
say they are tired of the all-perva¬ 
sive saturation advertising in the 
HIV and gay communities. 

Jennifer Laudano, Families 
USA’s spokeswoman, said that the 
drug company mantra - high 
prices will mean more research - 
is really nothing more than a 
veiled threat to consumers to ei¬ 
ther pay the prices or suffer the 
diseases. “It [file drug companies’ 
response] is really a scare tactic,” 
she said. “It’s ‘you need us, and we 
are going to charge whatever, or we 
will stop trying to save your life.’” 
Laudano and her group have stud¬ 
ied drug company pricing and the 
effect on seniors for several years 
now. She noted that the HIV com¬ 
munity was also feeling the pain 
and burden of high drug prices. 

Indeed, the drug manufactur¬ 
ers are once again relying on 
PhRMA to defend their position. 
In a statement by Jackie Cottrell, 
spokeswoman for PhRMA, re¬ 
garding the Families USA report, 
the group returned to its usual po¬ 
sition and stated: “The system 
works for patients. Americans, in¬ 
cluding the staff of Families USA, 
can be sure that whatever disease 
they or a member of the family 
has or will get, the pharmaceutical 
industry is working on a cure. 
Pray the companies always will be 
successful.” Or in other words, 
pray that we do not stop produc¬ 
ing what you and your family 
need to survive. 

Laudano pointed out that drug 
company spending to protect in¬ 
dustry interests now permeates 
society at several levels. The in¬ 
dustry has mobilized a virtual 
army of employees and contracted 
with individuals who promote 
products through phony health 


fairs for women and seniors (Poz 
Expo for PWAs), nonprofit foun¬ 
dations such as the American 
Liver Foundation lobby groups 
who pour soft money into politi¬ 
cal campaigns and political front 
groups for industry interests such 
as Citizens for Better Medicare 
and industry-sponsored maga¬ 
zines and print media. 

“Their people are everywhere. 
They have enough employees to 
be at most every press conference 
and public hearing that has to do 
with their products,” Laudano 
said. Another tactic that Laudano 
mentioned was letter writing 
campaigns. Industry front groups 
such as PhRMA pay individual 
contractors up to $150 each for 
hand-written letters to senators 
and members of Congress. Of 
course the letters must be pro¬ 
drug company and look like they 
have come from a concerned citi¬ 
zen - the little guy. 

The Families USA report ap¬ 
pears to be a well thought out and 
researched document. PhRMA is¬ 
sued a flat denial of its authentic¬ 
ity but offered no reasons why the 
report might be mistaken. For the 
HIV community the news is not 
good. While drug companies are 
being pressured to provide cheap 
or free drugs for Third World 
countries, and the potential loss of 
intellectual property if countries 
produce their own drugs, more 
profits likely will be spent on ad¬ 
vertising and political lobbying to 


protect pharmaceutical interests. 
Of course when one is earning $40 
million-plus per year such as Pfiz¬ 
er’s William Steere Jr., one might 
not want to see too much money 
diverted to risky research and de¬ 
velopment. The safer course to 
steer, as we have seen in AIDS, is 
to reformulate and over-promote 
the products that are already FDA 
approved. 

At a recent drug company ad¬ 
vertising conference, there was a 
presentation on how effective di- 
rect-to-consumer (DTC) drug ads 
can be. The speaker referred to the 
recent Viracept ad campaign. He 
noted that what was once a “last 
place” protease inhibitor was now 
in the #1 position thanks to a 
smart and aggressive advertising 
campaign. Of course almost 
everyone who takes Viracept will 
suffer severe diarrhea and may not 
be getting the best antiviral cover¬ 
age. No matter. When life-saving 
drugs are treated like hair spray 
and mouthwash, how much 
longer can we trust such an indus¬ 
try to continue on with the good 
work of saving lives? ▼

O n June 27, Finnish author 
and artist Tove Marika Jans- 
son died in Helsinki at the 
age of 86. 

Jansson was born in Helsinki 
to a bohemian Swedish-speaking 
family; both of her parents were 
artists. She studied art in Stock¬ 
holm, Helsinki, and Paris. 

In keeping with Scandinavian 
custom, Jansson was circumspect 
about her personal life. An in¬ 
tensely private woman, she lived 
for many years on a remote island 
outside of Finland with her long¬ 
time female partner, graphic artist 
Tuulikki Pietila. 

Jansson was best known for 
her Moomintroll characters, 
beloved of children and adults 
throughout the world. Although 
they are not well known in the 
U.S., the Moomins - and Jansson 
- are household names in Europe

The Moomintrolls - which

ture. The idea for the Moomin 
characters grew out of folk legend; 
Jansson’s uncle reportedly regaled 
her with tales of the Moomin troll 
when she was a girl. Jansson’s 
Moomin figure is said to have first 
appeared in an anti-Nazi cartoon 
she published in the late 1930s in 
the magazine Garm. Jansson’s 
books were written in Swedish 
and translated into over 30 lan¬ 
guages. She published several 
Moomin novels and picture books 
between 1945 and 1970. 

The popularity of the books led 
to the creation of an industry of 
spinoff products, from stuffed toys 
to jewelry to ceramic tableware.

The Moomintrolls and their 
friends have been portrayed in a 
British newspaper comic strip, in 
theater and opera productions, in 
a Japanese animated television se¬ 
ries, and on a Finnish postage 
stamp. Finland is home to both a 
Moomin museum and a Moomin- 
themed amusement park. 

In addition to her children’s 
books, Jansson also wrote novels 
and short stories for adults. A se¬ 
lection of her work appears in a 
German collection of writings by 
lesbians entitled Sappho kiisst Eu- 
ropa (Sappho Kisses Europe). Jans¬ 
son’s visual art was shown in many 
gallery exhibits, and her paintings 
are displayed in Helsinki’s city hall. 

Jansson won the Finnish State 
Award in literature three times, as 
well as the Nils Holgersson Medal 
and the Hans Christian Andersen 
Medal for her contribution to 
children’s literature. The president 
of Finland named her an hon¬ 
orary professor in 1995. ▼

Civil rights leaders 
oppose faith-based follies

■■he Bush administration’s 

| faith-based initiative came 
m under a withering attack 
from civil rights groups at a July 17 
news conference outside the Capi¬ 
tol building. Provisions of the bill 
had been in flux until recently. The 
measure, known by the shorthand 
of HR 7, passed the House Judicia¬ 
ry Committee last week on a party 
line vote and is headed for an im¬ 
minent vote on the floor of the 
U.S. House of Representatives. 

Faith-based communities 
“have been on the front lines deal¬ 
ing with society’s woes since the 
beginning of time,” said Represen¬ 
tative Eddie Bernice Johnson (D- 
Texas), chair of the Congressional 
Black Caucus. She called the goals 
of HR 7 laudable in theory but 
unconstitutional in practice. 

“We cannot afford to roll back 
the strides made in the civil rights 
movement” by passing HR 7, 
“which would allow religious insti¬ 
tutions to receive federal funds and 
allow them to discriminate in the 
use of these funds,” Johnson said. 

“This bill gives them a right 
that most religious groups haven’t 
asked for, the right to discrimi¬ 
nate,” said Representative Barney 
Frank (D-Massachusetts). “The 
legislation as present from the Ju¬ 
diciary Committee, allows any en¬ 
tity receiving federal money for 
secular purposes under this bill, to 
ignore every state and local anti- 
discrimination law.” 

He said HR 7 “gives people a li¬ 
cense to ignore existing state and 
local anti-discrimination law ... it

preempts state and local law,” even 
when it comes to spending state 
and local money. “Obviously gay, 
lesbian, and bisexual people are 
mainly targeted there, but it could 
be unmarried mothers, it could be 
other groups as well.” 

Representative Jerrold Nadler 
(D-New York) fears that under HR 
7, “religious groups using federal 
funds will for the first time be per¬ 
mitted to discriminate on the basis 
of religion and religious views. It 
means that a religious group can 
say that we don’t want to hire 
women for the soup kitchen be¬ 
cause our religion says that women 
should stay in the home.” 

Representative Bobby Scott 
(D-Virginia) noted that 60 years 
ago President Roosevelt signed an 
executive order forbidding federal 
contractors from discriminating 
“against any worker because of 
race, creed, color, or national ori¬ 


gin.” He said, “With the passage of 
HR 7, we are witness to the ero¬ 
sion of 60 years of civil rights law.” 

The only barrier to any group 
receiving federal funds today “is an 
unwillingness to comply with civil 
rights laws,” said Scott. “It is 
ridiculous to suggest that you need 
a new law to uphold existing law.” 

HR 7 “allows religious organi¬ 
zations to use federal tax dollars to 
discriminate in their hiring. It is 
not right. It is not fair. It is not 
just,” said Representative John 
Lewis (D-Georgia). “I spent more 
than 40 years of my life fighting 
for civil rights. I cannot and will 
not support any bill that allows a 
government to promote discrimi¬ 
nation or return us to the days 
when religious intolerance was 
permitted. And neither should the 
Congress.” 

“The bill contains no addition¬ 
al funds to support the charitable 
work of our religious organiza¬ 
tions,” said Representative Elijah 
Cummings (D-Maryland). “By 
funding faith-based programs 
with existing federal dollars, the 
bill would undermine successful 
non-religious programs already in 
existence.” 

“We really only have a few 
major problems with HR 7: It is 
unfair. It is unwise. It is unconsti¬ 
tutional,” said Ralph Neas, presi¬ 
dent of People For the American 
Way. He called the bill “a cruel 
hoax upon the American people” 
for clearly violating the separation 
of church and state.” 

“Our country should not fun¬ 
nel tax money - that all of us pay 
- to groups who actively discrim-

Goran piece

N ational media outlets have 
largely ignored or trivial¬ 
ized Wimbledon men’s 
tennis champion Goran Ivanise¬ 
vic’s use of the word “faggot” dur¬ 
ing his appearance at the post¬ 
championship news conference 
on Monday, July 9. 

The comments from the ego- 
maniacal Croatian, which drew 
laughter from the reporters in at¬ 
tendance, has received minimal 
coverage in the press. Only ESPN 
and the Los Angeles Times have 
covered the Ivanisevic incident in 
any depth. ESPN, only after being 
contacted by GLAAD, ran both a 
segment on its prime-time Sports- 
Center program and a detailed ar¬ 
ticle on its Web site. And Times 
sports columnist Diane Pucin, in 
her excellent July 11 front-page 
column, addressed not only the 
homophobic comment but also 
the media’s silence regarding it, 
citing several media outlets that 


either failed to report Ivanisevic’s 
bigoted slurs or downplayed 
them. 

Here’s a transcript of Ivanise¬ 
vic’s interview from July 9: 

Q. When you were broken at 4-2 
in the fourth set, controversial 
point there, can you go over that 
with us, what you thought should 
have happened? 

IVANISEVIC: First of all, that 
game, I was 30-Love up. I play 
some stupid shots. I make myself in 
trouble. Then first foot fault. Hit 
great serve. He missed it. Firstfoot 
fault all tournament. That ugly, 
ugly lady, she was really ugly, very 
serious, you know. I was like kind of 
scared. Then I hit another second 
serve, huge. And that ball was on 
the line, was not even close. And 
that guy, he looks like a faggot little 
bit, you know. This hair all over 
him. He call it. I couldn’t believe he 
did it. Just, you know, in two sec¬ 
onds, I won point twice and I’m 
down 4-2. Then I got little crazy, 
you know.

“Faggot” is apparently Ivanise¬ 
vic’s slur of choice. My word of 
choice for him and the continuing 
glorification of such people is 
“uporna bol” which is Croatian 
for “nagging pain.” 

Ivanisevic, now ranked 
No. 124 in the world, only 
got into this season’s 
main draw at Wimbledon 
by being given a wild card, 
of which Britons get 13 out 
of the 16 available in the 
singles. This fluke of the draw 
has resulted in unleash¬ 
ing the backwards 
Cretin - excuse me, 

Croatian - onto the 
once pristine playing 
fields of merry olde 
England. 

“Last year I played well here 
and played like a faggot at Wim¬ 
bledon,” Ivanisevic said to the 
Times of London. “Better to play 
like a faggot here and play well at 
Wimbledon. Generally, I have 
never played well at Queen’s and 
these days you can lose to anyone 
if you don’t play well.” 

His homophobia crossed the 
Atlantic in a March 14 interview 
at Indian Wells in California: 

Q. In breaking a racquet, is it 
mostly in the wrist? 

IVANISEVIC: Hey, sometimes I 
watch the TV, and then I see the guys 
when they throw the racquets. They 
throw it like a faggot, you know. 
They throw it not to throw it. When 
you throw the racquet, you throw the 
racquet. I mean, you break. Some¬ 
times doesn’t break, thanks God. But 
you throw the racquet. You don’t 
throw it and it’s going like this. You 
have to smack the racquet, you 
know, or you have to get anger. 

Despite his hateful remarks, 
many gay-owned Web sites devot¬ 
ed to posting pictures of hunky 
athletes have no problem drooling 
over a bigot, even one from Croa¬ 
tia, where slaughtering Serbs is the 
national pastime. 

Despite his obvious hatred to¬ 
ward gay people, Ivanisevic re¬ 
peatedly strutted around like a 
peacock, stripping his clothes at 
press opportunities to display his 


utterly average physique, appar¬ 
ently in order to make good on a 
promise that if he won Wimble¬ 
don he would expose himself. 

He has, in abundance.

The 
B squad’s last game Sunday was at 
12:30 in the afternoon, but most 
of the group rallied and woke up 
early and came to cheer on the A 
team in the 7:45 a.m. game against 
the West Hollywood team. We had 
no chance of winning and we 
were predictably defeated 18-4, 
but still they were there.” 

Saturday, the B team tied Seat¬ 
tle 8-8 in an exciting match, their 
first taste of near-victory. 

Team founder Jim Ruggiero 
said, “We’ve been in the pool three 
times a week this last month 
preparing for the tournament.” 


After a break for the summer, 
they will return to the once-a- 
week schedule each Saturday. “In 
the fall we’ll step it up again and 
start getting ready for Sydney,” 
said Ruggiero.

7 1 he antecedents for Hedwig and the 
Angry Inch include The Rocky Horror 
Picture Show, A Star is Born, and the en¬ 
tire oeuvre of both John Waters and David 
Bowie. But despite the inevitable compar¬ 
isons, Hedwig remains a startlingly original 
creation — a wildly entertaining rock musi¬ 
cal that works on its own terms. This 
Off-Broadway hit makes the transition to cel¬ 
luloid with its integrity intact, and if there is 
any justice in the world, it should be one of 
the summer’s big hits. 

Hedwig (John Cameron Mitchell) begins 
life as Hansel, an all-too-pretty German boy 
who hooks up with a sugar daddy in the form

In order to take young Hansel back to the 
States as his spouse, the sergeant suggests a 
sex-change operation. Hansel agrees to the 
procedure, but the surgeon makes critical 
mistakes that leave the newly-created Hedwig 
with a one-inch mound sited just above a long 
pubic scar.

Court jester 

Last week, newly crowned

nobody hears him, is he still a 
bigot? Yes, grasshopper. 

A lineswoman who called a 
foot fault during the champi¬ 
onship match was described by 
the Croatian tennis champ at 
a postgame press confer¬ 
ence as “that ugly, ugly 
lady — she was really 
ugly, very serious.” 

Then Ivanisevic char¬ 
acterized a linesman 
who made a dicey call 
on his serve as “that 
guy, he looks like a fag¬ 
got a little bit.” 

We know that 
longtime Wimble¬ 
don champion and 
object of Out There’s lust Pete 
Sampras would never have let us 
bed him down, but he’d also never 
in a million years be as rude and 
clueless as this guy. OT says, time 
for a rematch. 

Tricks of the trade 

One of Out There’s most 
streetwise secret agents — he 
lives in the none-too-Tenderloin 
and has a license to thrill — 
swears he saw Cecil B. deFilm- 
maker, in town a couple of weeks 
ago for a certain film festival, 
stumbling down Polkstrasse in 
the wee hours of the morning 
“looking like he’d just been 
rolled.” 

Our eyes on the street say Mr. 
Director seemed disheveled and 
disoriented, and he was stumbling 
through that “suspicious” stretch 
of Polk where boy whores have 
plied their wares since time im¬ 
memorial. Perhaps the “Prince of 
Puke” or whatever he goes by 
these days encountered a trick 
who turned?

Strange fruit 

Out There is still getting over a 
feature article titled “Of Gays and 
Gauchos (and Brazilian 
Gaucherie)” which ran in The 
New York Times recently, accom¬ 
panied by a rather tacky photo. 


The piece tells the strange tale of 
Pelotas, Brazil, which “looks 
much like any other [city] its size 
in Brazil, but its 325,000 residents 
are victims of a peculiar prejudice 
they cannot seem to escape. For 
more than a century, Brazilians of 
every class in every part of the 
country have believed that all the 
men here are homosexuals. 

“On television comedy pro¬ 
grams, any time a skit fea¬ 
tures an exaggeratedly 
effeminate character, 
he is invariably said 
to be from Pelotas,” 
wrote Times corre¬ 
spondent Larry 

Rother. “When the 
local soccer team plays 
games on the road, the 
opposing team’s 
fans bombard the 
Pelotas players with 
derisive chants 

throughout the match.” 

All sorts of explanations ensue, 
including the city’s annual carni¬ 
val, which has a long-standing 
tradition of men in women’s 
dress. Hmmm. Then we read that 
Brazilian society has a “pattern of 
linking regions or places to no¬ 
tions of sexuality,” and that 
women from the northeastern 
state of Parai'ba are always as¬ 
sumed to be lesbians! Geography 
apparently does determine des¬ 
tiny. 

So we started to think about it 
and realized that this same para¬ 
digm can apply to the States. You 
say Chelsea, we think: super-in¬ 
flated muscles put to no practical 
use. You say Prpvincetown, we 
think: summering professors of 
cultural anthropology. You say 
Key West, we think: embittered, 
alcoholic, homosexual play¬ 
wrights of a certain age, and 
bourbon — though not necessar¬ 
ily in that order. You say South. 
Beach, we think: hot South 
American models who take Visa. 
You say the Castro, we think — 
oh, but we’d only get in more 
trouble. 

Ironically, for all of its super¬ 
gay image, Pelotas has no gay po¬ 
litical muscle at all. Local lawyer 
and gay rights advocate Jose An¬ 
tonio Cattaneo ran for City 
Council last fall but pulled in few 
votes. “After he posed for cam¬ 
paign photographs in the main 
square wearing bikini briefs, a tie 
and cowboy boots,” notes the 
Times, “the local bar association 
sought to have him disbarred.” 
Photo op oops.

Castro queens with any short¬ 
term memory left at all will recall 
Hello, Gorgeous, the former Bar¬ 
bra Streisand museum and 
shrine on Castro Street that en¬ 
joyed rather more than its requi¬ 
site 15 minutes of fame. Sloggers 
through what passes for the local 
press will also remember the in¬ 
ordinate amount of publicity 
thrown its way when Hello, Gor¬ 
geous posted a closing notice — 
again and again. 

Now comes a breathless press 
release touting a museum/tribute 
“to the Greatest Star of the Last 
Century, Miss Barbra Streisand. 
The only entertainer in history to 
win the Academy Award, the Tony, 
Grammy, Emmy, Golden Globe 
and more before the age of 27!” 

The “tribute,” any element of 
which can be purchased for a 
price, is currently on exhibit at 
Soho Gallery, 2150 P St. NW in 
Washington, DC. It “features 
unique artworks from around the 
world, especially from Hello, Gor¬ 
geous!”

onny Price wrote Stephen 
H Sondheim a fan letter when 
wSM he was 14, and now he is get¬ 
ting notes from the exalted song¬ 
writer. 

Last year, Price directed a pro¬ 
duction of Sondheim’s Sweeney 
Todd with the New York Philhar¬ 
monic that starred Patti LuPone 
and George Hearn. The event is 
being recreated this week at 
Davies Hall, this time with the San 
Francisco Symphony and Chorus 
providing accompaniment for a 
cast again headed by LuPone and 
Hearn. 

“Stephen was very involved in 
New York,” Price said. “He came 
to rehearsals and gave us some 
notes which were completely ter¬ 
rific, cogent, and smart. He’ll be in 
San Francisco, too, and I’m sure 
he’ll give me some more notes. 
I’m hoping I can get him to take a 
bow at the end of the show.” 

This is heady stuff for Price, 
who grew up with Sondheim as 
his hero. But it’s not the first time 
their paths have crossed profes¬ 
sionally. Price got his big break as 
an actor as one of the stars of 
Sondheim’s 1981 musical Merrily 
We Roll Along. 

“I was very much the kid when 
I did Merrily, but when I did 
Sweeney Todd I really felt we met 
as — I can’t say equals, because 
who’s his equal? — but as col¬ 
leagues,” Price said. “He treated 
me with an incredible amount of 
respect. And I actually futzed with 
the text a little bit, which once 
would have terrified me to suggest 
and that was still a little rough be¬ 
cause he said, ‘I don’t really agree 
with that.’ And I actually found 
the courage to say, ‘Steve, take a 
look at it again,’ and he came 
around and said, ‘You’re right. Do 
what you want.’” 

Price has yet another Sond¬ 
heim connection, dating back to 
when he was 15 and worked as a 
volunteer gopher for director- 
producer Hal Prince when he was 
presenting Sondheim’s Pacific 
Overtures. And while Price was 
eventually dismissed for asking 
too many questions, he is using 
some of what he learned back 
then on his current project. 

“I call it Pacific Overtures meets 
Sweeney Todd,” Price said. “It uses 
some Kabuki techniques, and it’s 
done on a series of red platforms, 
and all the props are black. It’s very 
simple and very spare, but it’s a 
fully-staged production. Basically, 
the action happens around the or¬ 
chestra on three levels, and the or¬ 
chestra is kind of a character in it.” 

Thrills, chills 

LuPone is playing Mrs. Lovett, 
purveyor of the worst meat pies in 
Victorian London, while Hearn is 
playing her lodger, whose quest 
for revenge against a corrupt 
judge provides Mrs. Lovett with 


some tastier ingredients for her 
meat pies. It’s a thriller told as 
Grand Guignol opera. “I think 
this is Sondheim’s masterpiece,” 
Price said, “and it’s a thrill to di¬ 
rect it.” 

Price is also directing the tap¬ 
ing of the San Francisco perfor¬ 
mances for future broadcast, per¬ 
haps on PBS, as he calls upon his 
four years of experience as a soap- 
opera director for this venture. 
“I’m interested in seeing how I 
can tell the Sweeney Todd story in 
pictures, which is both interesting 
and terrifying.” 

Directing is what Price loves 
best these days, though he recent¬ 
ly ended a 10-year hiatus from 
acting to star on Broadway in A 
Class Act, which he also co-au¬ 
thored and directed. It was a mu¬ 
sical built from songs by Ed Kle- 
ban, the emotionally troubled 
lyricist for A Chorus Line who 
died before he could realize his 
dream of writing both the music 
and lyrics for a Broadway show. A 
Class Act emerged from Musical 
Theatre Works, an incubator for 
new musicals that has Price as its 
artistic director. 

While Price enjoyed his expe¬ 
riences with A Class Act, he said 
he is quite content to resume an 
acting-free career. It was a deci¬ 
sion that dates back to 1989, when 
he was starring in Durante in 
what was supposed to be a pre- 
Broadway tour. It opened promis¬ 
ingly enough in San Francisco, 
but ended its run prematurely be¬ 
cause of the Loma Prieta Earth¬ 
quake. The producer soon ran out 
of money, and the entire project 
collapsed. 


“That’s part of why I became a 
director,” Price said. “I always felt 
that I was at the mercy of incom¬ 
petent producers and directors 
who didn’t quite know what they 
were doing. This sounds egotisti¬ 
cal, but I was always the good 
thing in a bad thing. It was heart¬ 
breaking for me. I thought, the 
next time I want to be the idiot 
who messes things up.” 

Price also looks back to his 
Durante days as his final fling with 
heterosexuality. “My last girl¬ 
friend was company manager of 
that show,” he said. “I came out 
very late, and I was with women 
for a long time. But the truth is, 
when I was with women I missed 
being with men, and when I was 
with men I didn’t miss being with 
women. I thought that was a real 
clue to where I was supposed to 
be.” 

Since his coming out and his 
withdrawal from acting happened 
at about the same time, Price can’t 
say if he’d be as open about being 
gay if he were still an actor. “If au¬ 
diences think you’re gay and 
you’re playing a romantic lead, 
there’s something in their minds 
that makes it less frm for them,” he 
said. “I know actors who struggle 
with that, and some have come 
out and are fine, but others who 
feel differently about it. I don’t 
know how I would feel at this 
point.” 

Price has just started dating 
someone new, and he’s hoping his 
new beau will join him in San 
Francisco. “We’re still trying to 
figure out how we can be togeth¬ 
er,” Price said. “He’s an actor, and 
I had sworn never again.” ▼

Across the barricades 


2001 SF Jewish Film Festival crosses lines 


gentinean director Daniel Bur- 
man’s Waiting for the Messiah uses 
a stock-market crash to jolt its 
darkly handsome if passive pro¬ 
tagonist out of the torpor of a 
well-ordered life in a Buenos Aires 
Jewish ghetto. Ariel’s (Daniel 
Hendler) strategy for sneaking 
through life as a polite Mama’s 
boy is torpedoed when Mama 
dies, leaving Ariel’s father a run¬ 
down Jewish family restaurant. 
Ariel’s comfortable life of treeless 
Xmas celebrations, Hebrew Club 
meetings, and freelancing as a 
videographer at Jewish weddings, 
suddenly looms as a noose 
around his neck. By “plan” he is 
destined to marry Estela, a young 
woman with plans of her own — 
to transform Estrella de Simon 
into a Hebrew karaoke bar. Ariel’s 
life has been so sheltered that 
when he meets the slightly older 
Laura (Chiara Caselli) at his new 
job as an all-night TV-station 
technician, he’s not sure if she’s 
described her as “gay” or “goy.” 

Director Burman has a sound 
take on Ariel and Laura’s pursuit 
of hopeless love, but his ace in the 
hole lies in depicting the subtler 
but more enduring emotions of 
his older supporting characters. 
Santamaria (Enrique Pin£yro) 
and Elsa’s story slowly upstages 
the lads as the movie’s center of 
gravity. Santamaria is fired from 
his teller’s job when a flood of bad 
Chinese bonds drowns his bank. 
A balding bear of a man, Santa¬ 
maria is soon dumpster-diving in 
search of wallets and purses aban¬ 
doned by pickpockets. He ekes 
out a small living returning their 
identities (cards and photos) to 
the victims. 

In Messiah, identities are de¬ 
fined and redefined by the mo¬ 
ment. Telling Ariel she’s gay does¬ 
n’t prevent Laura from taunting 
her younger lover, Annie (Dolores 
Fonzi), with the threat that her les¬ 
bianism is just a passing phase. “I 
will not be turned into a militant 
of my clitoris.” Ariel’s sluglike 
grasp of dating rituals is comical¬ 
ly sent up by an older male col¬ 
league’s inspection of his nicely- 
cut dick in the Men’s Room. Ariel 
is informed that guys like him 
have their own websites (www.cir- 
cumcision.com and www.lonely 
guys.com). (Castro, 7/21)

history — the surprise attack by 
combined Arab forces on October 
6, 1973, Yom Kippur, the Day of 
Atonement. Kippur, directed by 
Amos Gitai, a veteran of the war, 
is an amazing achievement. In 
some ways an Israeli M*A*S*H* 
without the wisecracks, or an 
Apocalypse Now without nonstop 
rock music, Kippur has nuances 
and moments from every great 
antiwar film. 

Gitai appears to violate one of 
filmmaking’s primary rules: hook 
your audience in the first 10 min¬ 
utes. For the first two minutes, 
Gitai gives a long shot of a uni¬ 
formed man walking along a de¬ 
serted city street; for nearly five 
minutes, we are treated to a young 
couple making out in a sea of 
body paint; next, we’re inside a 
battered old Fiat while young Is¬ 
raeli soldiers argue the anti-con- 
sumerist rhetoric of Herbert Mar¬ 
cuse. Voila! Gitai has us now. For 
the next two hours, we spend a 
rough day with seven members of 
an Israeli medical evacuation 
team as they swoop in and ferry 
out the wounded. Critical to the 
film is a completely subjective 
camera (sometimes highly mo¬ 
bile, often seemingly stuck in the 
mud of battle) which teases us 
with an experience that is almost 
beyond endurance, an experience 
from which we cannot avert our 
eyes. (Castro, 7/25) 

The cover boys from this year’s 
festival program are two pre-teens 
sharing a laugh. The boys, one Is¬ 
raeli, the other Palestinian, are 
part of a documentary cast of 
seven children recruited by the 
filmmaking team of Justine 
Shapiro and B.Z. Goldberg. Like 
Peace of Mind, last year’s film with 


a similar theme, Promises consists 
of the efforts of the filmmakers to 
have young people meet and 
speak to each other across the bar¬ 
ricades. The camera passes effort¬ 
lessly through Israeli Army check¬ 
points, which are a daily reminder 
to tens of thousands of West Bank 
residents of their status under oc¬ 
cupation, while providing a re¬ 
minder to Jewish residents of the 
thin green line that barely protects 
them from sudden outbursts of 
violence. The four Israeli and 
three Palestinian kids live within 
20 miles of each other and yet 
seem separated as if by oceans. 
Moishe, a young man from a 
right-wing Jewish settlement, 
speaks the cowboy language of re¬ 
venge as he vows to grow up to be 
a Prime Minister who will banish 
Palestinians “out of Jerusalem.” 
Mahmoud is a blond, blue-eyed 
kid who could be growing up in 
Orange County until his bitter 
speech identifies him as a sup¬ 
porter of Hamas, the Islamic ter¬ 
rorist organization. 

Yarko and Daniel are twin 
brothers from Jewish West 
Jerusalem who could audition for 
the Israeli version of Malcolm in 
the Middle. The twins are funny 
and relentless as they interrogate 
their grandfather on his time in 
Nazi extermination camps and on 
whether he believes in God. 
They’re eager guinea pigs for 
Shapiro and Goldberg’s invitation 
to meet a group of Palestinian 
kids. The filmmakers make sure 
we realize that underneath the 
tough talk, kids will be kids. This 
is hilariously illustrated by a silly 
burping contest that sponta¬ 
neously breaks out between an 
Arab boy and an ultra-Orthodox 
Jewish lad near the Wailing Wall. 
(Castro, 7/22) 

Oh the lighter side, the come¬ 
dy Total Love showcases the Israeli 
rave generation, 20somethings 
equally at home on a beach in Tel 
Aviv, a canal in Amsterdam or an 
Indian mountaintop. The film’s 
engagingly silly premise is the po¬ 
tential fall-out when a very cute 
Israeli boy (butch body, girlishly- 
styled long hair) produces a test- 
tube drug that promises to bring 
back the Summer of Love. (Cas¬ 
tro, 7/21) 

Briefly, the program Jewish 
Girls in Shorts gives three very 
contemporary spins on lesbian 
sexual identity. (Castro, 7/26) ▼

^SP he Jewel in the Crown of the 

1 “ seven-month Bay Area film 
festival season is the San 
Francisco Jewish Film Festival. In 
its 21st season, this “you don’t 
have to be Jewish to love it” col¬ 
lection of 26 features and 18 short 
films from 13 countries covers an 
astonishing range of themes and 
subjects. Many of these films cry 
out to be seen by a wider audi¬ 
ence. 

Trembling Before G-d, this 
year’s closing night program at 
the Castro Theatre, is one of the 
rare documentaries which has 
generated so much buzz at Sun¬ 
dance that its distributor, New 
Yorker Films, is tightly rationing 
press exposure before what they 
hope is a boffo commercial re¬ 
lease. Filmed over five years, 
Trembling (with its circumspect 
use of the G word) sets out to tell 
the stories of sexually active and 
spiritually devote lesbians and gay 
men who fall along the Hasidic 
and Orthodox end of the religious 
Richter scale. The rules of the 
road can be a little tricky for those 
who seek considerably more than 
to just lie with another of their 
own sex. Set in Orthodox com¬ 
munities around the globe, from 
Jerusalem to San Francisco, direc¬ 
tor Sandi DuBowski shows the 
dilemmas of diverse persons, 
from the world’s first openly gay 
Orthodox rabbi (Steve Greenberg, 
who will appear in person for a 
post-film discussion), to deeply 
closeted and married Hasidic 
queers, to very out individuals 
kicked out of Orthodox families.

Disco equals sex 
plus technology 

' Can't Stop the Music' plays the Castro 


by Mark Finch 


[Editor’s note: The following 
passages are short excerpts from a 
much longer essay, “Cant Stop the 
Music: An Investment in Image,” a 
scholarly paper written by the late 
Mark Finch, co-director of the SF 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festival 
from 1992-95. Finch happened to 
love this movie. 

[British spellings (e.g.,fetishise) 
have been changed; otherwise, edit¬ 
ing has been kept to a minimum. 
Thanks to Jenni Olson and Marc 
Huestis for helping make the man¬ 
uscript available.] 

A llen Carr’s Can’t Stop the 
Music is very much the 
product of two pivotal sen¬ 
sibilities in 1970s American pop¬ 
ular culture: disco and the “event 
movie.” By using the Village Peo¬ 
ple, a pop group essentially iden¬ 
tified as the fashion of the mo¬ 
ment, and by exploiting 
film-marketing strategies devel¬ 
oped in the promotion of Satur¬ 
day Night Fever, the publicists’ 
claim for “the musical motion 
picture event of the ’80s” has 
more to do with lessons learnt 
and money earned in the 1970s 
than with any real insight into the 
next decade. 

Beats per minute 

Can’t Stop the Music was previ¬ 
ously titled Discoland, Where the 
Music Never Stops, up until its re¬ 
lease in the summer of 1980. The 
title change takes the emphasis 
away from disco, which was 
deemed out of fashion by this 
time; yet only a year before, 
Newsweek proclaimed that “Disco 
is here to stay.” The feeling that 
disco was more than just a tem¬ 
porary trend explains why a huge 
financial investment in Discoland 
seemed worthwhile. Can’t Stop the 
Music matches this with a peculiar 
aesthetic investment. Like later 
pop videos, the film attempts to 
find a visual correlative to a dis¬ 
tinct form of music. A history of 
the form helps explain this. 

“Disco” is a fetishized word 
promising many things. It’s some¬ 
where you go and something you 
do. More than this, disco’s conno¬ 
tations are sexual. Disco suggests a 
particular type of eroticism (sex¬ 
ual connotations, after all, under¬ 
lie most of this century’s fashions 
in popular music), the musical 
equivalent of another 1970s 
American phenomenon, The Joy 
of Sex. Disco’s sex is guiltless, 
recreational, undirected. 

Disco has origins in gay sub¬ 
culture, which undoubtedly 
helped pattern this sexual timbre. 
In the mid-1970s, DJs in clubs ex¬ 
clusively for gays, blacks and 
Puerto Ricans started to play con¬ 
tinuous music. By mixing records 
according to the beats per minute, 
DJs emphasized the building of 
speed, and the rushing to a climax 
that never comes. Latin rhythms 
and complex percussion sexualize 
the seemingly increasing beat. Af¬ 
fluent and young white heterosex¬ 
uals adopted disco, finding its 
feeling of urban promiscuity a 
complementary extension to the 
singles bar. 

Good sex, bad sex 

In Can’t Stop the Music’s first

disco scene, people queue to get 
into Saddle Tramps Disco, but we 
do not see them (it’s referred to in 
conversation); instead, the film 
shows a place where everyone 
knows everyone else, signaled by 
Samantha’s smiles and waves to 
various friends. There is only one 
moment of Saturday Night Fever- 
style group dancing (a final shot 
of five people in mock conga); the 
rest is men and women as hetero¬ 
sexual couples. The optical rever¬ 
sals are frankly bizarre renditions 
of discotheque light effects. 

What I want to point to in this 
banalized history is disco’s in¬ 
volvement in gay subculture and 
“healthy sex.” This is an alliance 
Richard Dyer dwells upon In De¬ 
fense of Disco; his aim is partly to 
make distinctions between rock 
music and disco in terms of eroti¬ 
cism. Rock is phallocentric, 
whereas disco is not gender-spe¬ 
cific and eroticizes the whole 
body. This opposition is impor¬ 
tant for Can’t Stop the Music: bad 
sex versus good sex. Good sex is 
all that The Joy of Sex advocates: 
not exactly polymorphously per¬ 
verse (that is, still prioritizing het¬ 
erosexual intercourse), but cer¬ 
tainly a shift from male orgasm to 
different ways of acquiring plea¬ 
sure. To a (liberal) extent, this 
means the validation of homosex¬ 
uality. Certainly that is what Sam 
implies in her response to Ron’s 
accusation (“I don’t understand 
why a good-lookin’ girl like you is 
down here in the Village with a 
bunch of — I don’t know what!”): 

“I don’t judge people, I accept 
them, There isn’t a person who 
breathes who doesn’t have certain 
peculiarities. As long as it doesn’t 
hurt anybody, it’s all right with 
me.” 

“Yeah? And where do you draw 
the line?” 


“With uptight squares like 
you.” 

Can’t Stop the Music sides with 
the liberated morality of which 
disco is symptom and determi¬ 
nant. This morality is a confused 
one, since disco is ultimately un¬ 
able to reconcile its gay inheri¬ 
tance. 

Costume party 

There is a point at which the 
Village People’s visual image can 
be interpreted as a play upon 
signs of masculinity — what 
amounts to subversion when 
taken with the group’s 
gay-themed songs. But Can’t Stop 
the Music insists upon a different 
interpretation most of the time. 
Besides linking their costumes to 
the fantasy costumes common in 
discos (Felipe, the Indian, is a 
waiter at Saddle Tramps), there’s 
an emphasis on dressing up as 
part of show biz — for entertain¬ 
ment, not for any other reason. 
Their greatest anxiety about the 
Galleria concert seems to be 
whether their costumes — se- 
quined versions of the “originals” 
— will arrive in time. 

Theirs is an image largely un¬ 
motivated by sexuality. Alex wears 
GI fatigues because, the dialogue 
explains, he has just come out of 
the Army; and Ray is an actual 
policeman. Only two of the men 
escape this kind of explanation: 
David is a model, so why does he 
look like a construction worker? 
And Ron’s mother asks of Glenn, 
the leatherman, “Do all toll col¬ 
lectors look like that?” 

“Only the hot ones.” ▼

Now Hedwig is alone with her 
Marlene Dietrich accent in the 
States, the Wall has come down, 
and she has no future hopes.

“But is there any autobiogra¬ 
phy here?” BAR asked of Mitchell 
at the Berlin Film Festival, where 
his feature had its European pre¬ 
miere. After all, Mitchell had him¬ 
self been an army brat with a fa¬ 
ther stationed in Germany for 
several years. So did an enlisted 
man fall in love with his butt 
while he was sunning in the nude? 

“Not really,” Mitchell said. 
“There were some cute soldiers in 
Kansas where my father was later 
stationed, but I was a little too 
young in Germany at the time to 
think about that. But in Kansas, at 
the army pool, officers and enlist-

ed men would mix because there 
was only one pool. That was kind 
of exciting when I was 14. 

“This work, however, is not re¬ 
ally autobiographical,” he contin¬ 
ued. “Well, I guess emotionally it’s 
more autobiographical than plot- 
wise. I didn’t get my dick cut off. I 
didn’t marry a GI. I didn’t have a 
Tommy Gnosis. Tommy is actual¬ 
ly a bit more like me, because he 
is a General’s son. 

“In fact,” Mitchell realized, “the 
piece was more about him in the 
beginning, and Hedwig was a 
small character. But we were try¬ 
ing out the show in a drag club, so 
Hedwig was the only character I 
could develop there. Slowly she 
became more interesting than 
Tommy, and eventually took over 
the piece.” 

After sipping some water, he 
noted, “That was in the period 
1994 through ’97, when we were 
doing it in the clubs. Squeezebox 
was the first predominantly gay 
rock club that I ever knew about. 
It opened in ’94, and it was a great 
scene. Very exciting. Deborah 
Harry used to perform, and a lot 
of drag queens were finding their 


voice and realizing they didn’t 
have to lip-synch. They could 
have their own personality. I 
would watch them and learn from 
them because I had never done 
drag before. So I observed people 
like Cherry Vine, Lady Bunny, and 
Vaginal Cream Davis, true punk- 
rock drag queens stage-diving in 
six-inch heels. I thought, I can 
learn from that.” And he did. 

But now John Cameron 
Mitchell has had his fill of wear¬ 
ing a MAC foundation. “I was ac¬ 
tually asked to play the part of the 
drag queen in the original pro¬ 
duction of Rent, but I was doing 
Hedwig at the time, so it felt like 
too many drag-queen roles. The 
really hard thing was shaving my 
eyebrows. That always felt kind of 
weird, but they did grow back. 
Also, I think I’m sort of burnt out 
a little bit on acting, at least for a 
couple of years. I’m going to be 
writing or directing more. I’m 
working on a children’s film next 
with a composer. It’s kind of a 
dark story. Maybe I’ll do Hedwig 
concerts once in a while, but it’ll 
be hard to get me back in that wig. 
It was always hurting my scalp.” T

The two ultimately set up house¬ 
keeping in a trailer and form a 
rock band, but the relationship 
sours over Hedwig’s deformed 
angry inch. She is not only aban¬ 
doned once again, but she must 
watch as Tommy Speck becomes 
Tommy Gnosis, rock star. 
Tommy’s meteoric rise to the top 
is based on songs Hedwig wrote 
that Tommy records and takes 
credit for. Hedwig’s revenge: she 
forms a rock band and tours the 
country playing gigs at seafood 
buffet restaurants near each of 
Tommy Gnosis’ national concert 
tour stops. The jilted transsexual 
lover and “internationally ignored 
song stylist” becomes Tommy’s 
stalker. 

As one might imagine, this 
preposterous plot unfolds with 
more than a few belly-laughs. 
John Cameron Mitchell, who cre¬ 
ated the role of Hedwig on stage, 
serves as star, writer, and director 
of the film, and his work is stellar 
in every capacity. Cameron, the 
actor, manages to strike just the 
right balance between glam tran- 
ny rock star and tongue-in-cheek 
comedian. The audience is never 
guilt-tripped into feeling sorry for 
Hedwig, nor is she made the butt 
of other people’s jokes. Actor/di¬ 
rector Cameron skillfully keeps 
the film balanced between parody 
and full-tilt rock musical. And in a 
wonderfully creative stroke, he 
hired animator Emily Hubley, 
whose brief animated sequences 
provide an effective illumination 
of the film’s themes. 

Point of origin 

Mitchell receives able assis-

tance from composer/lyricist 
Stephen Trask, who plays band 
member Skszp in the film, as he 
did in the stage production. His 
music and lyrics for Hedwig are 
engaging and effective, with the 
moving ballad “The Origin of 
Love” as a particular standout. 
Michael Pitt’s performance as 
Tommy Gnosis is nicely drawn, 
demonstrating a barely postpu- 
bescent sexiness that is both com¬ 
pelling and wretchedly familiar at 
the same time. And Therese De 
Prez’s production design com¬ 
bines all the elements of glamour 
rock with just the right amount of 
shopping-mall cheese. 

Hedwig and the Angry Inch 
began life when Mitchell and 
Trask met on an airplane and 
struck up a conversation about 


their mutual careers. Hedwig was 
subsequently born, with 
Mitchell’s dialogue and Trask’s 
music, at New York’s Squeezebox, 
a rock drag night at Don Hill’s 
club in SoHo. The show’s evolu¬ 
tion from specialty cabaret act to 
Off-Broadway musical to feature 
film is a tribute to the talent and 
tenacity of the principals. Hedwig 
manages to be a goof as well as a 
subtly thought-provoking medi¬ 
tation on gender identity and its 
social implications. Despite all its 
cultural references, there has 
never been anything quite like it 
before. ▼

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Sapphorabilia

JH sk any lesbian who Sappho 
Mm is, or was, and my guess is 
Jrt that you’ll get an answer 
that is both swift and sure. We all 
know Sappho, the Greek lyric 
poet from the island of Lesbos 
who gave us our name, our histo¬ 
ry, our identity. The fact that we 
have little of her writing, and 
most of that fragmen¬ 
tary, doesn’t stop us 
from rhapsodizing 
about her stature 
as a poet. After all, 

Plato called her 
the Tenth Muse, a 
collection of nine 
volumes of her 
poetry was held at the great li¬ 
brary at Alexandria, and refer¬ 
ences abound in antiquity to her 
greatness as a poet. A story about 
Solon of Athens illustrates the. 
point. 

One night his nephew sang a 
song of Sappho’s to him. He asked 
his nephew to teach it to him im¬ 
mediately. “When a friend asked 
him why he was so eager, Solon 
replied, ‘So that I may learn it and 
then die.’” 

That very little is known of the 
historical woman is hardly a 
problem either, as that very lack of 
information gives us plenty of 
room for creativity. It turns out 
that inventing Sappho is a game 
with a long history, one that is ex¬ 
plored in entertaining and infor¬ 
mative depth in The Sappho Com¬ 
panion by Margaret Reynolds 
(Palgrave for St. Martin’s, $27.95). 
Reynolds’ project is the history of 


Sappho as she appears in the writ¬ 
ings of Western authors from the 
earliest Greeks to the present, and 
if on her way through Sappho in 
letters she also offers an overview 
of Western literature, well, let’s 
just call that a bonus, shall we? 

Reynolds begins with pronun¬ 
ciation, explaining that the real 
name was not “all soft sibilants 
and faded f’s but in fact 
she is Psappho... 
spitting and pop¬ 
ping hard p’s. 
Ppppsappoppo. We 
have eased off her 
name, made her docile 
and sliding, 
where she is real¬ 
ly difficult, dif¬ 
fuse, many-sylla- 
bled, many-minded, vigorous and 
hard.” Much more happens to 
Sappho than an easing of pronun¬ 
ciation, of course, and Reynolds 
provides excerpts from a wide 
range of sources, from early trans¬ 
lations through short stories, 
poems and essays. If the Solon 
story offers a touch of the sublime, 
a limerick by Norman Douglas 
suggests the depths of ridiculous¬ 
ness: “That naughty old Sappho of 
Greece/ Said: ‘What I prefer to a 
piece/ Is to have my pudenda/ 
Rubbed hard by the enda/ The lit¬ 
tle pink nose of my niece.” 

Sappho’s status as artist was 
tied inextricably to her sexuality, 
and any number of scholars at¬ 
tempted to rescue her from the 
“stain” of homosexuality. One 
19th-century academic was cer¬ 
tain that Sappho was not queer, 
because her poetry was admired in 
antiquity, and “no educated Greek 



would have thought these were 
beautiful love poems if something 
monstrous and disgusting had 
been going on in them.” 

Reynolds examines the Sappho 
biographies that insist on her het¬ 
erosexuality, as well as those that 
claim her for our side, with care, 
respect, and an occasional tongue 
placed firmly in cheek. The Sap¬ 
pho Companion is an extraordi¬ 
nary history, one that teaches 
while it entertains. Reynolds is a 
writer of elegance and style, and 
her introductions to the excepts 
are clear, concise, and always in¬ 
formative. 

She’s back! 

Time for rejoicing, fans of Jean 
Stewart’s Isis series. The fourth of 
the series, Winged Isis (Bella, 
$11.95), is here, and it’s a great 
read. If you haven’t read the ear¬ 
lier books, or at least haven’t read 
them in a while, no worries — 
Stewart provides a brief but com¬ 
pelling synopsis of the events 
leading to book four. Even with¬ 
out the crib, Winged Isis stands on 
its own as a knockout novel of a 
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terrifying future. 

The year is 2095. The former 
US has been divided into three 
parts: Freeland, a lesbian utopia; 
Elysium, a Christian patriarchy; 
and a Dead Zone between them. 
This division comes about after a 
plague that affects heterosexuals 
(and so is taken seriously) deci¬ 
mates the country. The evil in¬ 
habitants of Elysium have at¬ 
tacked Freeland in the past, and to 
protect themselves, a force field 
was designed by the women, but 
the force field is breaking down, 
the satellites that maintain the 
barrier failing after years of use. 
The women of Freeland must find 
a way to restore the satellites, or 



replace them, before the evil 
Christians from Elysium attack 
Isis again. 

Stewart does a fine job of 
maintaining suspense, juggling 
several equally important plots 
with real narrative skill. She in¬ 
cludes enough juicy sex scenes to 
keep everybody happy, readers 
and characters alike. Her charac¬ 
ters are satisfyingly complex — 
even the seemingly evil Freeland 
General Medusa has more facets 
to her personality than her name 
might otherwise suggest. Winged 
Isis is a great read, one that will 
leave you aching for the next in¬ 
stallment. 

Terror Down Under 

Patricia Carlon has to stop ter¬ 
rifying me, or I’m telling. The lat¬ 
est Carlon release from Soho 
Crime is Hush, It's a Game ($13), 



and even the presence of my two 
faithful attack cats did not prevent 
me from developing a serious case 
of feeling very creepy. It takes ei¬ 
ther chutzpah or talent to build a 
novel of suspense around a six- 
year-old girl who is menaced by a 
murderer willing to inflict any 
amount of abuse. Carlon has tal¬ 
ent to spare, and this novel will 
keep you in a much more terrify¬ 
ing place than the edge of your 
seat. Thank you so much, Soho — 
I was getting tired of sleeping.

Horea, Gallery 16, 1616 16th St. 

R omanian-born artist Horea 
just smiles when he men¬ 
tions the D-word.

For the past decade, Horea has 
been a one-man, walking Muse¬ 
um of Transylvania, and his work 
both flirts with and dismisses the 
idea of the traditional museum- 
as-building. His installations are 
among the most innovative in the 
Bay Area, and if you didn’t catch 
his red balloons in the Luggage 
Store Annex (World AIDS 
Day/Day Without Art 1998), or 
his Mannequin Pis urinating wine 
into a fountain at Refusalon this 
winter, then you have missed 
something indeed. 

His most recent creations can 
be best described as linguistic- 
conceptual work, often addressing 
the complexities of AIDS and 
HIV. The crypt-handles have ob¬ 
vious associations with death.

H was wondering why there’s so 
f?

As I continue my survey of re¬ 
cent DVD reissues, I present to 
you First Time, from The Dolphin 
International Collection (www. 
Dolphinvideos.com). If you like 
your boys rosy-cheeked, undevel¬

— the five volumes of this series, 
which were shot in the environs of 
St. Petersburg, Russia, should do 
the trick for you. If they left me 
uninvolved, perhaps I just wasn’t 
seeing through your eyes.

Only half the cast of Stable 
DVD’s The Crystal Tunnel are 
younger boys, but their whiff of 
teen sex lingers. I’ve always felt 
that porn was a pro-sex public 
service announcement. But this 
movie’s an anti-drug PSA 
disguised as porn. 
Crystal Tunnel is a cu¬ 
rious mixture of 
heavy-handed anti- 
, speed propaganda 
and some pretty 
good sex. It tries to 
deglamorize meth by 
making 
the char¬ 
acters 
venal and 
betraying. As soon as we dislike 
them, we see them having fabu¬ 
lous sex while snorting abnormal 
amounts of speed. Sensing its own 
confusion, the movie confirms the 
danger of speed by throwing the 
lead character into a morose coma 
(and I bet you thought comas 
were lacking in personality), and 
then ends with a tedious dream 
sequence depicting his wretched 
state. If all that speed wasn’t 
enough to make your hard-on 
limp, this clumsily executed and 
hokey finale will finish it off. Still, 
you’ve got to applaud the movie’s 
intentions. And you’ll like much 
of the sex, which features Spike at 
his spikiest, randy Rick Allen 
demonstrating in a memorable 
scene how horny abandon and ro¬ 
mantic love can co-exist, and 
eager youngsters like Tony Cum¬ 
mings, Marco Antonio and Chip

Pulse beat 

The last two DVDs come from 
Tribal Pulse, a company where 
boys in their late teens cop a little 
attitude. They may be young, but 
they got swagger. I Know Who You 
Blew Last Summer is a generally 
tasty tale of blackmail and in¬ 
trigue among the members of a 
swim team. The boys look super 
in their size-too-small Speedos, 
and they’re almost always wet. 
The movie’s got lots of gnarly sex, 
as the rowdy athletes continually 
mistake practice sessions for or¬ 
gies. Svelte Tommy Saxx tops the 
bill, and a number of his team¬ 
mates top him. There’s excellent 
camerawork, and a groovy under-

water frolic to end the show. 

Skateboard Sliders, a happily re- 
playable movie, is pungent with 
the odor of teen cock. It finds a 
number of teeny slackers taking a 
break from rolling around on their 
boards to roll around on each 
other. Typical of adolescent 
glands, their sex is both urgent 
and joyful. Tommy Saxx works in 
Zachary Scott’s skateboard shop, 
and secretly lusts after him. The 
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other boys hang out in the shop 
because the backroom is always 
popping. After a winning succes¬ 
sion of fuckbuddy scenes for tasty 
boys like Jeff White, Richie Fine,

Silent Ground 

I don’t know what in the world was 
going on during the last couple of 
weeks. Truly. I got about as far as a 
body/mind/spirit can get from the un¬ 
real, mediated world, and I did it by es¬ 
caping to tiny Read Island up in the 
Georgia Strait, squeezed between Van¬ 
couver Island and the west coast of 
British Columbia, Canada. That’s tem¬ 
perate rainforest country, spread 
across an archipelago of large and 
small islands dotted with fishing vil¬ 
lages, thick with ferns and moss amid 
dense stands of cedar, fir, spruce, hem¬ 
lock, maple, and multitudinous wild 
blossoms. Bald eagles soared. Enor¬ 
mous trout leaped. Salmonberries 
ripened along the dirt road. I gorged 
myself on everything. 

Much clearcutting of tall timber 
has taken place even in these remote 
isles, but the scarring effect has not yet 
unduly damaged the scenery; the over¬ 
whelming feel of the place is of a bare¬ 
ly touched wilderness of natural beau¬ 
ty, bounty and serenity. 

No, I did not pack in a tent and 
rough it Boy Scout style, though I 
wouldn’t mind doing it that way. In¬ 
stead, I devoted two weeks to intense 
meditation, Tai Chi and Chi Kung 
practice, eurythmic dancing, breath 
therapy, and body-energy manipula¬ 
tion at a beautiful, low-key retreat 
called Silent Ground, run by two mas¬ 
ters of Taoist healing practices, Chris- 
ter Ekstrom and Minke de Vos. 

Sound like a vacation? It was more 
than that: it was a clearing out of all the 
grit and grime of industrial living. Like 
most folks I like to occasionally knock 
back a few drinks, dance the nights 
away, and savor sweet sex. I recharge 
myself (when I think about it) by in¬ 
gesting semi-healthy vegiburgers and 
perhaps some wheat grass or fruit 
juice. All the while I do my best to put 
up stoically with traffic roar, sirens, ra¬ 
dios, screams and shouts, the occa¬ 
sional gunshot, and other city chaos. 
Unless we’re particularly attentive to our 
bodies, such routines can leave us off- 
kilter, feeling negative, and increasingly 
unable to generate the internal energy 
— chi — necessary to cope with the de¬ 
mands of the so-called civilized world. 

One of the many health techniques 
I learned at Silent Ground was how to 
conserve my sexual energy, which I’d 
never really considered a priority. Yet 
it made sense: so often we men and 
women expend much of our energy 
through uncontrolled, sloppy orgasms 
(my words, not Minke or Christer’s, 
but I expect they’d agree). We just let 
everything fly, rather than taking 
charge of our orgasms. Climaxes don’t 
always have to end in a spurt or splat¬ 
ter and a draining away of chi. That 
good ’ol feeling can be contained and 
spread deliciously throughout our en¬ 
tire bodies. Such sexual practices are 
hardly secret, but they demand great 
attention, more than is possible, per¬ 
haps, with only a few classes. 

Thus, the glorious isolation and 
strict (but gentle and immensely grace¬ 
ful) daily practices at Silent Ground, 
where deep attention to the inner 
workings of the body and spirit results 
in the maximum possible conservation 
and wise use of one’s natural, goddess- 
given life-force. ▼

woman, Ms. Lewinsky.” Because 
then, when caught in the lie as 
you inevitably will be, you will 
look like, what else?, a liar. 

Based on his own denials and 
retractions, Condit is a liar. That 
much is fact. Whether or not he is 
also a murderer or involved in a 
conspiracy remains to be seen. 

Where is Chandra Levy? When 
20something Anne Marie Fahey, 
scheduling secretary for former 
Delaware Gov., now Sen. Tom 
Carper, went missing, her 
50something paramour, politi¬ 
cian Thomas Capano, repeatedly 
told her family and friends, and 
later the police and FBI, that he 
had no idea what had happened 
to her. Now he’s on death row, and 
she’s at the bottom of the Atlantic 
Ocean. We’re not saying Levy has 
met a similarly ghastly fate. But 
generally speaking, when people 
go missing, they do not reappear. 

The case of the Congressman 
and the missing intern does, how¬ 
ever, raise a slew of questions 
about privacy, privilege, politics, 
and, of course, TV. On NBC’s Meet 
the Press last Sunday, veteran po¬ 
litical columnist David Broder of 
the Washington Post, while not in 
any way defending Condit, 
queried the media obsession with 
the Levy/Condit case. Broder also 
mused on why none of the other 
missing persons in the US (at least 
half of whom, we would like to 
point out, are, unlike Levy, poor; 
and at least 30 percent of whom 
are, unlike Levy, of color) get any 
media attention whatsoever. 

It’s a reasonable question, 
though the answer seems sadly 
obvious. The poor are never news. 
Levy is a pretty and privileged girl 
from a wealthy family. Her parents 
made her disappearance news. 
They flew to Washington. They 
held a press conference. They bad¬ 
gered police. They posted thou¬ 
sands of fliers with her photo on 
it. They demanded attention for 
their missing daughter. They 
called TV reporters and gave in¬ 
terviews in which they repeatedly 
queried Condit’s involvement in 
their daughter’s disappearance 
and alluded to something darker. 

There are several hundred other 
young girls and women currently 
reported missing in Washington, 
DC. We don’t know their names. 
They aren’t celebrities. We won’t 
see them on TV. If these other girls 
and women aren’t news, should 
Chandra Levy be? If politics and 
celebrity weren’t at the heart of this 
case, would it be news? 

When Robert Blake’s wife was 
murdered, it headlined the na¬ 
tional news and the tabloid TV 
shows. It was news because Blake 
is a movie star. Wives are mur¬ 
dered every day in America; some 


make the local news, many do 
not. 

When Paula Poundstone was 
arrested for allegedly performing 
lewd acts on her daughters, it was 
headline news. Some networks 
even ran a crawl under regular 
programming. Children are sexu¬ 
ally abused every day in America. 
Few of those crimes make head¬ 
lines. What part has Poundstone’s 
celebrity played in her case? 

Stabs at fame 

The confluence of media ob¬ 
session and celebrity certainly 
isn’t new, but it has escalated in 
recent years, reaching a sleazy 
apex with the trial of OJ Simpson, 
death of Princess Diana, and affair 
between Bill Clinton and Monica 
Lewinsky. Reality TV has taught 
us that people will do anything — 
marry someone they never met, 
eat live insects, defecate on cam¬ 
era, reveal devastating secrets — 
for a chance at celebrity. 

TV has also taught us that there 
is no such thing as real privacy in 
America, particularly if you are a 
celebrity, as Condit’s politician sta¬ 
tus makes him and Levy’s associa¬ 
tion with him makes her. The av¬ 
erage Jane and Joe on the street 
now knows as much about the 
lives of these two people as their 
close friends and family do. 

But is that right? Is it right that 
wealth and privilege have allowed 
Levy’s parents to accuse Condit of 
involvement in her disappearance 
on national TV? Is it right that 
Condit is now presumed to be a 
murderer by many because he lied 
about an extramarital affair? Are 
gossip and innuendo the same as 
news, the same as fact? 

Real life isn’t Reality TV. It isn’t 
the edited version of folks eating 
rats convivially while they plot 
each other’s demise. Real life is 
nuanced and dark, but often quite 
mundane. 

Chandra Levy’s disappearance 
is disturbing, for her friends and 
family. But at the risk of sounding 
callous, it isn’t more or less news 
than any other missing person in 
America. It’s a personal tragedy, 
not a national one. It isn’t your 
tragedy, or your neighbor’s, or the 
kid down the block’s. It’s the 
Levys’ tragedy. TV brought it to 
us, but it doesn’t make it ours. Not 
in real life, only in Reality TV life. 

It is to be hoped Levy will be 
found alive and well. It is to be 
hoped Condit isn’t implicated in 
Levy’s disappearance. But even if 
he isn’t, no one will ever believe 
otherwise. He might as well be OJ 
Simpson or the Ramseys. He has 
already been convicted on TV, and 
in America, TV deifies and de¬ 
stroys. What happens off camera 
is merely real life. Hardly news. ▼

S ummertime, and the livin’ is 
sleazy. Reality TV has be¬ 
come so much a part of the 
national consciousness that the line 
between real life and Reality TV life 
is barely perceptible. The national 
obsession with all things celebrity 
— no matter how ephemeral — is 
trendier than Prada, Cosmos and 
wheatgrass wraps. 

The merest whiff of _ 
celebrity is enough to 
get us salivating. A 
soup^on of scandal, 
and we’re positively 
Pavlovian. Take the 
mysterious case of 
Rep. Gary Condit 
(D-CA) and his 
missing para¬ 
mour, former 
political intern 
Chandra Levy. Levy has been 
missing since April 30; the last 
family or friends heard from her 
was May 1, via e-mail. Some 
members of her family allege she 
had some “big news” to share; the 
allusions have led to speculation 
she was pregnant at the time of 
her disappearance. 

Meanwhile Condit, married 
father of two, has been less than 
forthcoming, until this week 
when he finally admitted, after re¬ 
peated denials, that he and Levy 
had been lovers up to the point 
she disappeared, that he had in¬ 
deed given her gifts, and he may 
have been the last person to see 
her before she vanished. 

The case has been the news 
and tabloid TV story for the past 
three weeks, trumping even 
comedienne Paula Poundstone’s 
arrest for alleged lewd acts on her 
minor adoptive and foster daugh¬ 
ters. And can anyone even re¬ 
member Robert Blake’s murdered 
wife’s name? 

If Democrats were conspiracy 
theorists like Republicans, there 
would be some loud speculation 
about the timing of this latest po¬ 
litical scandal. But the Levy/Condit 
case, as well as Poundstone’s and 


Blake’s, beg questions vis d vis TV 
coverage of evolving news stories. 

Levy went missing more than 
two months ago. But the media 
blitz — two weeks and counting 
— coincided with some sleazy 
dealings by Republicans in Con¬ 
gress and, of course, the White 
House. Like that scandalous little 
quid pro quo deal between the 
President and his pals at the Sal¬ 
vation Army to skirt their gay hir¬ 
ing problem — which barely 
made a blip on the media 
Richter scale, over¬ 
shadowed as it was by 
The Case of the Miss¬ 
ing Intern. And not 
much play has been 
given to the “new” 
prescription plan for 
seniors un¬ 
veiled by 
Health and 
Human Ser¬ 
vices Director Tommy Thomp¬ 
son, which just happens to have 
been in place for several years. 
The White House is merely giving 
it an imprimatur and taking cred¬ 
it for it. And nary a sound bite was 
heard after the campaign finance 
reform bill proposed by renegade 
Republicrat John McCain got 
nixed by nearly all the other Re¬ 
publicans (the NRA lobbied like 
this was about the Second, not the 
First, Amendment). 

Internal focus 

No, there’s nothing like a 
50something Democrat and a 
20something intern to get the na¬ 
tion’s focus where it most likes to 
be; peering through someone 
else’s keyhole. Far be it for us to 
defend Condit — any politician 
who missed the object lesson of 
the final two years of the Clinton 
Administration doesn’t deserve to 
be in politics. Never lie about your 
bed partners, you will be found 
out. Say, “No comment.” Give a 
Dorothy Parkeresque quip like, 
“It’s none of your fucking busi¬ 
ness who I’m busy fucking.” 
Decry the lack of personal privacy 
in America. But do not say never, 
as in “I never had sex with that

iiJP he fourth and best-plotted 
U Mark Manning mystery by 
i Michael Craft, Boy Toy (St. 
Martin’s, $23.95), once again takes 
place in Dumont, Wisconsin. This 
time, the action is set in the world 
of small-town theatre. Mark’s 
cousin and ward, Thad Quatrain, 
is appearing as the second lead in 
a locally written play having its 
premiere in town. The play is 
good, and so are the performers. 
However, the lead, another teenag¬ 
er, Jason Thrush, taunts Thad with 
a homophobic reference to his 
being a “boy toy” for Mark and his 
partner, Neil Waite. When Jason is 
found dead and Thad takes over 
for him in the play’s star role, giv¬ 
ing a terrific performance, Mark 
fears that his ward will be charged 
with the killing. 

Other cast members may have 
had reasons of their own to want 
Jason out of the way. The hand¬ 
some, obnoxious murder victim 
came from a prominent but un¬ 
appealing family having financial 
difficulties. His father and sister 
are both unpleasant and greedy. 
Each has much to gain from 
Jason’s death. 

Also, Jason’s ex-girlfriend may 
be harboring resentment over his 
dumping her. The owner of the 
town’s best restaurant has her 
own history with the Thrush fam¬ 
ily in general, and with Jason in 
particular. The presumably gay 
playwright may have been in love 
with his leading man. 

In the course of investigating 
possible motives, Mark unearths 
these and other disturbing secrets 
hidden behind the neat houses 
and quiet streets of Dumont. 
Being the publisher of the town’s 
only newspaper, The Dumont Reg¬ 
ister, gives Mark an entree for in¬ 
volving himself in the crime. So 
does his friendship with sheriff 
Doug Pierce, who, in the previous 
book, revealed that he, too, is gay. 
Mushrooms, poisonous and safe, 
are critical to the story, and the in¬ 
formation about them is present¬ 
ed smoothly. 

Well-reared 

As the book opens, we learn 
that Neil has relocated his archi¬ 
tectural practice from Chicago to 
Dumont and is busy with several 
local assignments, including a sen¬ 



sational sauna/retreat for a local 
married couple. This allows him a 
greater role in the mystery. He and 
Mark have done a good job in 
rearing Thad, who has turned out 
to be a pleasant and loving young 
man. He’s also straight, and proud 
of his adoptive parents. 

This is a classic puzzle mystery, 
but one with a double twist. Even 
if you think you’ve guessed who 
the killer is, as I did, you likely will 
be surprised by the final revela¬ 
tion of the actual murderer. Craft 
plays fair, giving the reader ample 
clues, yet still fools you. Although 
the possible murder motives 
Mark attributes to some of the 
suspects seem unlikely, when the 
true killer is exposed, the motiva¬ 
tions are believable. It’s not easy 
building a mystery around just 
one murder, but Craft does so in 
an exemplary fashion. 

Boy Toy is more than a good 
mystery; it’s also an unsentimen¬ 
tal look at small-town life and 
how gay people can thrive in what 
many perceive, with good reason, 
to be an oppressive atmosphere. 
The author tackles some issues 
that may make readers, gay and 
straight, feel uncomfortable, but 
that benefit from frank discussion 
and analysis. He puts things in 
perspective and demolishes ho¬ 
mophobic myths in the process. 
As has been a constant theme in 
the Mark Manning stories, Craft 
shows how dangerous closets are, 
and the terrible price people pay 
for living in them. Tying all these 
elements together in an entertain¬ 
ing novel that challenges the read¬ 
er’s deductive reasoning skills 
makes this the finest entry yet in a 
distinguished series. T

ized waterfall that “flows” like a 
Coors ad, accompanied by a sub¬ 
tle soundtrack of rushing water 
which emanates from glowing 
“rocks” on the floor. The obvious 
white electrical cords from the 
rocks to the image completely 
shatter the illusion of “nature” in a 
gallery context; its synthesized na¬ 
ture is just the point. 

Legos figure large in the 3-D 
landscapes of Melissa and Kelly 
Pokorny (“Flora”) as well as a 
moonscape by Paul DeMarinis. In 
the Pokornys’ work, the most arti¬ 
ficial train set imaginable features 
foam rubber mountains and jiggly 
fabric fingers begging for atten¬ 
tion. DeMarinis’ “Moondust 
Memories” is more somber: a 
darkened lunar terrain in which 
Lego bumper cars leave a subtle 
trail of light on the ground as they 


collide silently, interrupted only by 
a giggly, underwater soundtrack 
and the occasional flash of light. 

The most truly disturbing 
piece in LifeLike is John Slepian’s 
“Incommunicate,” a set of video 
monitors that face each other at 
an oblique angle, allowing the vis¬ 
itor to overhear their creepy con¬ 
versation. Two fleshy beings 
mouth unintelligible sounds back 
and forth through puckered lips 
(or are they rectums?). They puff, 
smooch and goo-goo at each 
other, first one, and then the 
other. Beyond pornographic, and 
reminiscent of David Lynch’s 
Eraserhead, only penetration is 
missing. 

Scott Snibbe, who comes out 
of experimental animation at 
RISD and computer science at 
Brown, presents a clever, one-joke 
sculpture. “Mirror” is a vintage 
fan that is activated by the view¬ 
er’s breath: you blow it, and it 
blows you. Through July 28. ▼
